HUGUENOT   GUE'RIXS. 


The  first  Iluguenot  of  the  name  of  Guerin,  of  whom 
there  is  any  autlientic  record,  is  one  Jacob,  who  came 
over  to  EnijlanJ  from  Normandy  iu  tlie  year  1563  ;  he 
was,  in  all  probability,  driven  from  his  home  during  the 
terrible  persecutions  that  followed  the  massacre  on  the 
1st  Marcli  in  that  year  by  order  of  tlie  Duke  de  Guise, 
when  1,400  men,  women,  and  children  were  foully 
murdered  whilst  holding  a  meeting  in  a  bam  at  Yassy. 
Paux,  in  his  history  of  that  period,  says  that,  "  Although 
the  massacre  of  St.  Bartholomew  is  usually  cited  as  the 
culminating  hon-or  of  the  time,  the  real  St.  Bartholomew 
was  not  that  of  1572,  but  of  1502,  and  following  years, 
which  contain  by  far  the  most  dolorous  chapter  in  the 
history  of  the  French  Protestants." 

"We  learn  that  Jacob  Guerin,  with  his  wife  and  children, 
was  one  of  the  eighteen  families,  who,  headed  by  their 
pastor  Hector  Ilamon,  landed  at  Eye,  in  Sussex,  where 
after  a  short  stay  they  proceeded  to  Winchelsea,  being 
desirous  of  remaining  on  the  coast,  in  the  hopes  that 
should  things  take  a  favourable  turn  in  Franco  they 
w.juld    be  euul'Ied   to  return.      In  this  small   tiAva   th'.y 


could  Imixlly  obtain-  accnmmoiUition,  much  loss  emplov- 
mont,  which  they  tried  hard  to  proeuve,  being  ^villing  and 
anxious  to  turn  their  talents  to  any  account ;  not  suc- 
ceeding in  their  endeavours,  they  were  at  last  compelled 
to  come  further  inland,  and  crossed  over  to  Canterbury. 
This  city  they  determined  to  make  their  head-quarters,  as 
here  work  could  be  found  for  them,  through  the  care  and 
kindness  of  the  authorities. 

In  the  memorial  the  Huguenots  sent  in  to  the  magis- 
trates and  aldermen,  asking  permission  to  reside  within 
the  walls  of  the  city,  they  set  forth  that  "they  had  relin- 
quished their  country  and  their  worldly  goods  for  the 
love  of  tlieii-  religion,  and  earnestly  desired  to  be  allowed 
a  place  to  woi-shi])  in,  and  a  place  set  apart  for  the  burial 
of  their  dead."  This  was  gi-anted,  and  the  Crypt  of  the 
Ccithedral  assigned  to  them  for  their  exclusive  use,  and  to 
this  day  continues  to  exist  as  the  little  French  Calvinist 
Church,  wherein  may  be  heard  every  Sanday  the  ser\T.ce 
in  Fi-euch,  with  the  original  Huguenot  hymns,  as  sung 
•upwards  of  three  hundi-ed  yeai's  ago  by  the  little  band  of 
exiles.  It  is  a  very  simple  place  of  worship,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Calvinistic  doctrine,  fitted  up  with  only  a 
few  pews,  a  jmlpit,  and  precentor's  desk  ;  and  although  a 
dissenting  chapel,  it  yet  f(  rms  part  of  the  high  Cathedral 
of  Canterbury.  The  congi-egation  at  the  present  time  are 
supposed  to  number  abovit  twenty  ;  the  endowment  of 
£200  a-year  has,  without  doubt,  tended  to  keep  them 
together,  and  the  little  chapel  in  a  fair  state  of  preserva- 
tion. From  it 5  early  associations  it  must  always  have  a 
peculiar  interest  for  all  in  any  way  connected  vdih  the 
name  of  Guerin  ;  and  to  any  one  who  would  desire  further 
particulars,  I  would  recommend  a  pcrnsnl  of  an  excellent 
article  on  "  The  French  Chmvh  in  Canterbury  Cathndml," 


by  Samuel    Smiles,    to  be   fouml    in  "Good   Words"  of 
April',  18GG. 

Of  the  future  fortunes  of  Jacob  Guerin,  or  his  family, 
•we  liave  little  record,  and  no   reliable  information  as  to 
his  dfsceudauts,  concerning  whom  there  are  two  or  three 
surmises  put  forward,  amongst  them,  that  after  a  few  years 
the  name  became  Anglicised  into  "  Gearing"  or  "  Garing." 
of  whom  there  are  many  in  Sussex,  and  otlio"  jai'ts  of 
England.      This  I  think  very  probable,  as  i)rior  to   1500 
in  France  the  name  was  frequently  written   "  Garin"  or 
"  Gu.ariu."     Others  SAippose,   th;\t  in  the  course  of  a  few 
generations  they  became  extinct,  leaving  no  trace  behind 
them.      But   Mr.  Samuel   Smiles   asserts   as  a  fac(,  tliat , 
•'  the  Crofts  of  Sussex   represent  the  refug^^e   family  of 
Gm'i-in;"  but  this  is  a  mere  assumption,  for  which  there 
is  no  foundation,  except  the  mistake  he  has  fallen  into  in 
supposing,  that  because  the-  Crofts,  a  Sussex  family,  bore 
the  name  of  "  Guerin  "  for  many  generations  as  one  of  their 
Christian   names,   they   must  be    the    representatives    of 
Jacob  Gueiin,  who  landed  and  lived  in  that  county.    The 
Crofts   came  by   the   name    through    a   totally   different 
i^oui-ce.      At   the   revocation   of  the    Edict  of  Xantes,   a 
Peter  Guerin  la  Plas  tied  to  England,  and  some  generations 
later  a  descendant  of  his  married  into  the  Crofts  family, 
aud  "  Peter  "  and  "  Guerin  "  were  used  as  the  Christian 
names  of  the  great-grandfather,  grandfather,   and  father 
of  the  present  rei)reseutative  of  the  family,  Henry  Peter 
Crofts,  Esquire,    of   Sompting  Abbotts,   near   Wonhing, 
Su.ssex;  who  most  kindly  showed  me  his  family  pedigree, 
and  explained  how  they  came  by  the  name,  antl  acknow- 
ledged that  he  had  never    so    much  as  heard  of  Jacob 
Guerin,  whose  representative  he  is  said  to  be. 


r  may  as  well  iatroJuce  here  emigres  of  the  name,  wlio 
sought  i-efuge  in  England  from  the  persecutions  in  France 
about  the  time  of  the  revocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes. 
They  appear  in  the  lists  of  the  Huguenots  wlio  were 
naturalized  by  letters  patent,  to  be  found  in  the  Camden 
Papers.

Some  of  these  are  said  to  have  settled  in  Ireland,  but 
of  them  or  their  descendants  no  reliable  iuformation  is  to 
be  obtained. 

GUERIN  OF  GUERNSEY. 

This  family,  in  its  numerous  branches,  are  the  descend- 
ants of  Daniel  Guerin,  a  native  of  Clairac,  in  Agenois  in 
Guienne,  who  escaped  to  that  island  during  the  persecu- 
tions at  the  time  of  the  revocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes. 

The  Guerins  of  Agenois,  including  the  families  at 
Clainxc,  Mairac,  and  Agen,  hold  the  tradition  that  they 
came  originally  from  another  part  of  France — the  name 
not  being  Guiennois  nor  Gascon,  and  the  arms  the  Clairac 
Guerins  bear,  "  three  black  lions  on  a  gold  shield,"  being 
the  same  as  those  of  the  Guerins  of  Mortagne,  in  Noi-- 
mandy.  It  is  most  probable  they  are  a  'branch  of 
the  latter,  who  may  have  migrated  soutli,  and  settled 
in  Guienne,  about  the  time  this  rich  and  fertile  [irovince 
was  reunited  to  the  crown  of  France  by  Charles  V^II.,  in 
the  year  lio3.     The  dates  on  the  ancient  title  deeds  still 


in  the  possession  of  ihe  Gu.'rins  of  Mairac  in  the  year 
1843,  coincide  with  tliis  conquest,  and  prove  that  the  pro- 
perties had  then  been  held  by  them  for  nearly  four 
centuries  in  dir-ect  male  line. 

Ciairac  stands  on  the  bank  of  the  river  Lot,  at  its 
junction  with  the  Garonne ;  it  is  situated  about  half-way 
between  Bordeaux  and  Moutauban,  and  is  in  the  centre 
of  the  wine-growing  district,  as  well  as  the  very  midst  of 
all  the  persecutions  of  1685,  and  preceding  years,  when 
the  whole  country,  from  Grenoble  to  Bordeaux,  was 
swe}>t  of  Huguenots. 

The  Guerins  of  Ciairac  from  the  very  first  embraced 
the  Protestant  cause,  and  threw  in  their  lot  with  Henry 
of  2^avarre  (whose  subjects,  in  fact,  they  were,)  when  he 
raised  his  standard  as  champion  of  the  Huguenots.  Their 
chateau  was  but  a  few  leagues  distance  from,  and  plainly 
in  view  of  Xerac,  the  favourite  residence  of  the  royal 
family  of  Navarre  ;  and  from  first  to  last  the  Guerin.s 
were  in  the  thick  of  the  troubles  of  those  troublous 
times. 

Ciairac  itself  withstood  three  sieges,  but  in  each  com- 
pelled the  assailants,  by  diet  of  vigoi-ous  sorties,  to  vrith- 
<h-aw.  In  one  of  them  the  Dauphin  of  Fmnce  led  the 
attacking  paity,  who  attempted  to  cross  the  dam  in  the 
river  Lot  (constiaicted  to  supply  two  large  mills,  situated 
at  the  base  of  the  walls),  but  he  was  driven  back  in  the 
desperate  onslaught  made  by  the  to^\^lspeopIe,  and  when 
in  the  centre  of  the  dam  his  sword  was  broken  ],y  a  shot, 
iiis  horse  killed  under  him,  and  he  and  his  followers  were 
comj)elled  to  beat  a  retreat. 

This  broken  sword,  with  the  inscription  in  letters  of 
gold,  "  A  Monsieur  Dauphin."  and  the  breastplate  of  his 
charger,  were  picked  up  about    the  year  1810,  Mhcn  the 


water  of  the  Lot  being  verv  low,  advantage  wus  taken 
tliereof  to  repair  the  darn,  and  these,  as  well  as  other 
arms  found  at  the  time,  are  dejiosited  in  the  museum  of 
the  town. 

Daniel  Gueriu  was  the  only  child  of  Jean  Guerin,  by 
his  first  wife  ;  by  the  second  there  were  several  children. 
Jean's  father  had  enjoyed  comparative  peace,  and  the 
blessings  of  protection  during  the  reign  of  Henry  IV., 
and  indeed  for  many  years  alter  the  foul  assassination  of 
that  king,  in  the  year  IGIO  ;  but  Jean  himself  had  been 
a  witness  of  the  defence  of  tlie  town  of  Montauban  (a  few 
leagues  distance  from  Claimc),  where  was  concentrated 
the  strength  of  the  wliole  disti-ict — nobles,  gentiy,  and 
people  ;  King  Louis  XIII.  in  person  laid  siege  to  it,  but 
it  was  so  successfully  defended  that  at  the  end  of  two  . 
months  he  had  to  abandon  the  fruitless  attempt,  which 
frustrated  all  his  hopes  ;  it  is  .said  to  have  caused  him 
such  grief  that  he  left  the  place  with  tears  in  his  eyes. 

The  fall  of  La  Rochelle,  the  stronghold  of  tlie  Hugue- 
nots, in  1G2S,  was  the  death-blow  to  their  cause  as  a 
political  body  ;  this  was  followed  Ijy  the  Edict  of  Pardon, 
1G29,  and  until  the  accession  of  Louis  XIV.,  in  the  year 
1G43,  things  went  smoothly  with  the  Protestants,  and 
even  then,  so  long  as  Richelieu  and  ^lazzarin  guiiled 
affaii's,  they  did  not  sutTer  much  ;  it  was  not  until  after 
the  death  of  these  eminent  men,  and  that  of  the  que>^n- 
mother,  in  13GG,  that  the  real  persecutions  commen-v^'d, 
culminatLug  in  1GS5. 

In  1G83  Jean  Guciin  died,  having  lived  to  .see  tlie 
beginning  of  the  persecutions  which  swept  the  land  of  the 
Huguenots  ;  and  on  his  death-bed  he  earnestly  besought 
Daniel,  then  about  twenty  years  of  age,  and  his  youiig 
wife  and  cliildren    to  remain    true    to    the   faith   of  their 


Withers.     Almost  immediately  after  his  decease  the  per- 
secutious  of  the  Protestants  grew  worse  and  worse,  and  by 
the  end  of  two  years,  in  the  whole  district  around  Clairac, 
the  people,  almost  all  Huguenots,  were  driven  to  a  state 
of  despair.      From  Grenoble  to  Bordeaux  their  churches 
were  burnt  down,  and  the  congregations  dispersed  at. the 
edge  of  the  sword  ;  week  by  week,  month  by  month,  the 
aspect  of  things  only  became  blacker  and  blacker,  and 
no  streak  of  light  or  hope  seemed  to   break  through  the 
heavy  clouds  whicli  overhung  them,  till,  in  the  summer  of 
1685,  the  climax  was  almost  reached.      A  large  body  of 
troops  that  had  been  encamped  on  the  frontier  to  watch  the 
movements  of  the  Spanish  army,  were  now  employed   to 
assist  in  the  "  conversion,"  or  hiintingto  death,  of  the  here- 
tics. The  brutiil  Marquis  de  Louvois,  having  agreed  upon  a 
truce  with  the  Spanish  commander,  determined  to  remove 
his    soldiers  into    inexpensive    quarters    by    distributing 
them    amongst   the    Huguenot    families.      These   troops 
were  compo.sed  of  the  very  dregs  of  society,  and  the  atro- 
cities committed  by  them  were   unparalleled  ;  thousands 
of  tlie  poor  victims,   who  were  left   completely  at  their 
mercy,  were  driven  by  them   into  the  forests  and  wilds 
and  caverns   of  the  Pyi-enees,  there  miserably  to  die  of 
cold   or   starvation,    or    to   be    again   hunted  from   their 
hiding-places.     Every  road  and  bridge  were  guarded  by 
both  soldiei-s  and  gendarmes,  and  the   Catholic  peasants, 
iusticated   by  their  priests',  promises  of  a   reward  from 
heaven  here;ifter,  and   by  the  more  tangible  and   certain 
reward  oftered  by  the  Government  for  the  capture  of  the 
fugitives,  displayed  the  greatest  energy  in  hunting  up  the 
poor   Huguenots ;  who,  when  taken,  were  brought  back 
heavily   chained,    and    dragged    from   town    to   town,   to 
strike  terror  into  the  hearts  of  other  inkndiiig  fugitives, 
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and    aftcnvarcls    sent    to    tlie    galleys,    irrespective    of 
age  or  rank,  some   mere  cliildreii  under  twelve  years  of 
age  ;   and   there,  with   heavy  chains   round  their   necks, 
nobles,  magistrates,  pastors,  officers,  and  gentlemen,  were 
linked  to  the  worst  description  of  malefactors,  murderei-s, 
thieves,  etc.,  and  hundreds   of  other  poor  victims  were 
cither  burned   to   death,   strangled,    or  thrown   into  the 
rivei-s  with  their  hands  and  feet  tied.     These  and  other 
atrocities,  which  were  in  no   way  kept  secret,   but  the 
accounts  of  them  even  exaggerated  the  more  to  impress 
others,  were  taking  place  on  every  side  of  Daniel  Guerin, 
his  stepmother,  and  her  children,  whilst  they  themselves 
were  threatened  from  day  to  day  with   a  fate  similar  to 
their  neighbours',  by  having  a  troop  of  dragoons  quartered 
on  theii-  chateau  and  premises,  by  which  they  would  have 
been  subjected  to  the  grossest  insults  from  otHcers  as  well 
as  men,  who  seemed  alike  devoid  of  pity  or  decency  ;  still 
they  refused  to  be  converted  ;  anguLsh  and  teiTor  by  turns 
agitating   their   minds,  they  detennined  to  remain  and 
await   the    issue    of   events;    hope  almost  failing   them 
whilst  contemplating  the  dangers  by  which  they  were  sur- 
rounded, and  they  could  not  but  feel  that  sooner  or  later 
they  must  decide  on  "  conversion  "  or  tlight.     The  latter 
to  ]Mrs.  Guerin  seemed  woi-se  than  the  former,  on  account 
of    her   young   children;     the    flitigue,    privations,    and 
extreme  danger  attending  a  flight  from    such    a  distance 
to   the    frontiers    or    sea-board    rendered    such  a  project 
almost   impossible,    to   say   nothing  of   the  thoughts  of 
leaving    for    ever    the    homes    of    their   youth,   and   the 
country   they   so   much  loved  ;    thorefore,  they  hesitated 
long,  and  prepared   to   endure   much  before   taking   the 
irrecoverable  step.      But,  at  last,  the  constant   threat  of 
having  her  children   foixibly  taken    from    her — the   .sous 
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to  be  sent  to  monasteries  ;  the  dangbter>^,  like  those  of 
so  many  of  tlie  nobilit7  and  gentry  around  them,  to  the 
Convent  of  St.  Cyi-,  founded  especially  for  that  purpose  by 
Madame  de  Maintenon — tliis  prospec't,  no  doubt,  drove 
j\Irs.  Guerin  to  desperation,  and  determined  at  least  to 
share  their  fate,  she  yielded  to  the  demands  of  lier  tor- 
mentors, and  despite  the  earnest  entreaties  of  Daniel  to 
remain  constant  to  the  faith  of  her  fathers,  she,  with  her 
children,  went  to  the  priests,  and  were  "converted;" 
abjuring  their  religion,  but  saving  their  lives  and  pro- 
perty, and  themselves  from  further  molestation,  for  on 
the  certificate  of  the  priests  the  troops  were  at  once  with- 
drawn from  the  premises  of  all  "  converts,"  to  take  up 
their  quarters  elsewhere.  -  Hers  was  not  a  solitary 
instance  of  weakness,  hundreds  of  other  families  around 
them  were  doing  the  same  thing,  yielding  to  the  terror 
of  the  times,  and  the  intrigues  of  the  priests.  The  state 
of  the  district  may  be  imagined  from  the  report  of  the 
Marquis  de  Louvois,  as  to  the  result  of  his  operations 
in  this  locality.  It  is  dated  September,  1G85,  and  he 
writes,  "  Sixty  thousar.d  '  conversions  '  have  been  made 
in  the  district  of  Bordeaux,  and  twenty  thousand  in  that 
of  ]Montauban.  So  rapid  is  the  progress  that  before  the 
end  of  the  month  10,000  Hugnienots  will  not  be  left 
in  the  district  of  Bordeaux,  where  there  were  150,000 
on  the  15th  of  last  moiith."  Clairac,  as  before  meji- 
tioned,  was  just  half  way  between  Bordeaux  and 
Moiitauban,  and  in  the  very  heart  of  the  persecutions 
which  led  to  these  rapid  "  conv-ersions." 

The  revocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes,  published  22nd 
October,  1G85,  was  the  death-knell  of  the  Huguenots, 
the  culmination  of  tlie  horrors  of  the  persecutions  in 
this    district,    and    it  was    at    this    period     that     Daniel 
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Cluerin  made  liis  escape.  After  liis  .stepmotLer's  "  ccm- 
vevsioii,"  his  existence  became  more  wretclied  than  ever  ; 
and  at  last  under  threats  of  serious  consequences  to  her 
own  children,  Mrs.  Guerin  %v:is  persuaded  by  the  priests 
to  obtain  an  order  for  his  arrest  as^a  heretic.  Early  one 
morning  as  Jean,  the  faithful  and  aged  servant  of  Daniel's 
father,  \vas  slowly  descending  the  avenue  leading  to  the 
chateau  of  his  young  master,  and  mournfully  pondering 
over  the  dissensions  which  had  crept  into  his  late  master's 
once  united  family,  he  was  suddenly  surrounded  by  a 
party  of  dragoons,  who  demantled  whether  the  residence 
they  were  approaching  belonged  to  Monsieur  Daniel 
Guerin,  and  if  be  was  at  home  I  Suspecting  the  object 
'of  their  mission,  and  aware  that  his  young  master's  life 
probably  depended  on  his  reply,  Jean  answered  that  the 
estate  did  belong  to  ^[.  Guerin,  but  that  he  was  from 
home,  and  directed  them  to  proceed  to  the  neighV)Oiiriug 
town  of  Nerac.  stating  that  Daniel,  whom  he  minutely 
described,  would  be  found  at  such  au  hotel,  whither  he 
had  gone  on  business.  ^Misled  by  the  old  man's  ruse, 
the  flragoons  wheeled  rour.d,  and  went  off  at  a  brisk 
pace.  Jeau  then  hastened  in  search  of  his  master,  to 
inform  him  of  the  imminent  peril  which  he  had  just 
escaped,  and  conducted  him  with  great  caution  to  a  place 
of  concealment  in  some  extensive  caves,  hidden  in  a 
secluded  part  of  the  estate  and  known  to  few  or  none 
but  himself  Here,  \n-  n-ising  to  bring  him  food  and  a 
needful  disguise,  the  servant  left  him. 

In  the  course  of  a  few  hours  the  dragoons,  disappointed 
of  thcLr  ]'r'.-y  at  Xerac,  returned  in  great  fury,  and 
carefully  ransacked  the  chateau  ami  grounds,  gallojdng 
over  tin;  extensive  viii<yarils,  hacking  and  destroying 
cver\  thing  that  came  in  their  a\  :iv  ;  but  after  a  protracted 
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seaivli   \vfi-e  fmally  couipollod  to  Jep;ut  without  eflocting 
the  capture  they  had  anticipated. 

When  the  stillness  and  darkness  of  night  bad  set  in, 
some  lioui-s  after  the  departure  of  the  dragoons,  old 
Jean,  vv-ho  had  hiniself  been  in  concealmeut,  stealthily 
ventured  to  issue  forth,  and  after  collecting  clothes, 
money,  and  food,  he  hastened  ^\^.th  all  speed,  by  unfre- 
quented paths,  to  the  spot  where  his  young  master  lay, 
and  pei-suaded  Daniel  to  assume  the  dress  of  a  shepherd, 
%vhieh  he  had  ])roviiled  as  a  disguise,  and  to  put  aside 
every  object  and  article  of  clothing  which  might  tend  to 
his  identitication,  changing  even  his  boots  for  sabots, 
M-hich  had  to  be  stuffed  with  moss  to  keep  them  on  his 
feet ;  then,  having  partaken  of  a  hearty  meal,  they  fell  . 
on  their  knees,  and,  in  earnest  prayer,  Daniel  committed 
himself  to  the  protection  and  guidance  of  his  Heavenly 
Father. 

As  soon  as  all  their  preparations  were  finished,  and 
the  clothes  Gucrin  had  worn  liidden  away  in  the 
cave,  with  a  most  affectionate  embrace  and  soiTowful 
farewell,  the  old. man.  at  the  last  moment,  pressed  on  him 
a  purse  containing  his  savings,  which  false  pnde  did  not 
prevent  the  master  from  accepting,  as  with  the  trifling 
amount  in  his  own  possession  it  was  altogether  but  a  small 
sum  wherewith  to  undertake  the  contemplated  journey  to 
the  frontiei-s,  and  then,  by  sea  or  land,  to  make  au  e.scape. 

Daniel  lay  concealed  all  the  following  day,  at  night  he 
again  started  on  his  weary  journey ;  and  this  plan  he 
followed  for  some  lime,  resting  and  procuiing  roots,  &c.  for 
food  In-  day,  and  travelling  by  night,  till  he  at  last  safely 
cro.ssed  one  of  the  most  unfrerpiented  defiles  of  the 
Pyrenees,  a  most  jierilous  undertaking  at  ouy  time,  but 
especially  at  that  [ipviod,  as   th*^    wliuie   frontier  of  Spain 
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was  earofully  giiui'Ji-.l.  to  arrpst  tin-  tli-litof  tin-  Tfimuon.-.ts, 
not  only  by  tlie  M.ldii-r.s,  Lut  a:^  lifion-  inentidiu-d,  ],y  tlic 
peasants  also,  iu  the  hopes  of  ohtaiuiiig  the  hxrgc  rcwjinl 
offered  for  the  ca])ture  of  tlie  lieretics  ;  numbers  of  whom 
were  taken,  and  luany  e~ca[>ed  that  fate  ordy  to  meet,  if 
possible,  a  worse,  perishing  of  cohl  or  starvation  in  the 
depths  of  the  forests,  or  the  fastnesses  f>f  the  mountains. 

Having  crossed  the  Pyrenees,  without  any  special 
incident,  beyond  weariness,  cold,  and  hunger,  and  reached 
the  Spanish  valleys,  Gueriu's  position  was  much  improved, 
on  account  of  his  knowledge  of  the  Spanish  patois,  as 
spoken  in  the  Basque  provinces,  by  which  he  was  enabled 
to  work  his  way  across  the  country,  assisting  at  farms,  or 
doing  anything  that  would  procui'e  him  food  and  a  night's 
lodging,  without  creating  suspicion.  Thus  after  many 
weeks  of  hard  toil  and  frugal  fare  he  at  last  arrived  at 
the  Portuguese  frontier,  which  he  ci-ossed,  his  great  ob-ject 
being  to  reach  the  sea-coast,  and  if  possible  to  escape  to 
England  on  board  some  ship.  Through  Portugal  he 
worked  his  way  in  a  similar  manner,  until  he  reached  the 
port  of  Lisbon,  but  ere  his  anival  there,  his  la.st  sous  had 
lone  been  spent,  and  many  hours  had  elapsed  since  he 
had  tasted  food  ;  wavworn,  fiiint  and  weary,  tattered  and 
shoeless,  he  hurried  towards  the  nearest  quay,  where  he 
was  informed  that  foreign  vessels  were  inost  likely  to  b^; 
found.  To  his  inexpressible  joy  the  British  Ensign  was 
floating  from  the  mast-head  of  one  of  the  fir.-,t  shii>s  that 
met  his  view,  but  great  was  his  surprise  on  apiu-oaeliing 
nearer,  to  hear  the  crew,  who  vv-ere  bu-ily  engagcil  in 
completing  the  shipment  of  the  cargo,  speaking  to  eucli 
other  in  French.  An  Eiiglish  shij)  manned  l)y  a  French 
crew,  at  that  ej)0ch  of  bitter  hostility  between  the  t-vo 
nations,  appeareil  to  him  a  strange  anomaly.      After  some 
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hesitation  lie  \('ntui'ed  to  ciiqiiiTv,  and  av;is  told  tliat  tlio 
vessel  hailed  from  IJuenisey,  tliL-  cicw  being  natives  of 
that  island,  but  vhat  afforded  him  the  greatest  pleasure 
and  relief  to  his  anxiety  was,  the  fnither  announcement 
that  they,  as  well  as  their  ft-llow-countrynien  were  all 
Protestants. 

This  information  had  scarcely  Ix^eu  given  by  one  of  the 
sailors,  when  ^Ir.  Peter  Martin,  (a  partner  in  the  house 
of  Messrs.  Carey,  vine  merchants,  of  Guernsey,)  ap- 
proached, and  seeing  a  suspicious  looking  person  in  con- 
versation with  his  men,  demanded  the  nature  of  Gnerin's 
business.  From  the  rej)ly  of  the  seaman  to  this  question, 
Daniel  at  once  aj^prehended  that  the  gentleman  before 
him  was  the  owner  of  the  cargo,  if  not  of  the  ship  also ; 
and  stejjping  up  to  him,  without  any  hesitation  made 
known  who  and  what  he  was,  the  extent  of  his  misfortunes, 
and  present  i)ressing  disti-ess,  begging  earnestly  to  be 
allowed  a  passage,  for  which  he  promised  to  compensate 
the  owners,  a.s  soon  as  he  had  the  means  of  doing  so. 

ilr.  Martin,  perceiving  by  the  ex[)i-e3sions  and  mannei-s 
of  the  unfortunate  famished  creature  who  addressed  him 
that  the  coarse  tattered  rag;s  concealed  a  gentleman  of 
education,  immediately  granted  his  request,  invited  him 
to  stay  at  his  house  until  the  vessel  sailed,  and  most  kindly 
provided  him  with  clothes  and  money. 

Daniel  remained  for  some  days  with  Mr.  jNIartin, 
who  took  the  greatest  interest  in  him,  both  on  account  of 
his  situation  and  adventures  and  also  in  consequence  of 
his  intimate  knowledge  of  the  various  qualities,  manufac- 
ture, and  management  of  Claret  wijics,  tlie  produce  of  his- 
late  estate  at  Clairac.  He  then  b;ule  farewell  to  his  host, 
and  sailed  for  Guernsey,  carrying  with  him  the  good 
wishes  of  his  kind  friend  and  a  letter  of  introdncti<in  and 
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recommendation  to  ^les.-rs.  Caroy,  of  tlio  Brasserie,  into 
whose  service  he  entered  iu  the  capacity  of  chi-rk  soon 
after  his  an-ival  in  the  island,  in  the  early  spring  of  IGSG. 

About  this  same  time  great  numbers  of  the  persecuted 
Huguenots  effected  their  escape  from  the  neighbouring 
coast  of  Xormandy  in  small  open  fishing  boats  and  f)ther 
frail  craft  to  avoi'l  suspicion,  and  landed  both  in  the 
islands  of  Jersey  and  Guernsey,  after  experiencing  great 
hardships  and  dangers.  Amongst  these  was  Mudlle. 
Iklarie  Bacon,  a  young  lady  of  nol>le  descent,  born  at 
Falaise,  in  Normandy.  The  similarity  of  their  position 
and  misfortunes  soon  formed  a  bond  of  attachment  and 
sympathy  between  herself  and  Daniel  Guerin,  which 
resulted  in  their  union.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  a 
casket  of  jewels,  which  Marie  Bacon  had  contrived  to  save 
when  effecting  her  escape,  were  invested  by  Daniel 
Guerin  in  small  commercial  speculations,  which  so  greatly 
pi-ospered  and  increased,  that  in  a  few  yeai-s,  although  a 
young  family  was  springing  up  around  them,  Daniel  was 
enabled  to  leave  the  employ  of  his  kind  friends  the  Messrs. 
Carey.  In  1G04  he  purchased  a  house,  to  which  in  17C9 
he  added  some  land  ;  and  at  their  death  they  left  their 
chililren  comfortably  provided  for. 

Seven  sons  and  two  daughters  were  the  Lssue  of  the 
mai'riao'e  of  Daniel  Guerin  and  ]Ntarie  Bacon,  Avhich  t(X)k 
place  at  the  parish  church  of  St.  Peter's  Port,  Guernsey, 
ou  the  22nd  of  December,  1G8G. 
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"William,  the  eldest  son,  was  born  3rd  January,  1  G8S, 
and  liad  for  c/odfatliers,  "VTilliam  and  Antliony  Brock.  He 
married,  1710,  Susan  Le  Fcuvre  of  the  island  of  Serk, 
by  whom  he  had  one  daughter,  Susannah,  born  1712; 
who  married,  1729,  Peter  Le  Massurier  of  Sark,  by  whom 
there  was  issue. 

Of  this  Susannah  Gut-rin  tliere  is  a  rather  interesting 
anecdote  told.  Her  mother  Susan  Le  Feuvre  had  been 
engaged  to  be  married  to  an  English  officer,  but  after  their 
betrothraent  he  had  the  misfortune  to  lose  his  hand  in 
action,  in  consequence  of  which  she  refused  to  carry  out 
her  engagement.  The  disappointed  officer  on  learning 
afterwards  of  her  approaching  marriage  with  \\'illiam 
Guerin,  expi^essed  a  hope  that  her  first  child  might,  like 
himself,  have  only  one  hand.  Mrs.  Guerin  was  unable 
to  banish  from  her  mind  the  thoughts  of  her  own  fickle- 
ness, and  of  her  discarded  lover's  ten-ible  wish,  and  it 
actually  came  to  pass^  that  her  only  child,  for  she  died  , 
soon  afterwards,  was  born  with  but  one  hand. 

William  Guerin  married,  .secondly,  1717,  Margaret 
Dumaresq,  bv  whom  he  had  one  daughter,  who  died  un- 
married. 

The  island  of  Sark  at  that  time  belonged  to  the 
Dumaresqs,  a  very  old  Jersey  femily.  It  had  originally 
been  granted  by  patent  to  Helier  de  Carteret,  of  Jersey, 
by  Queen  Elizabeth,  1564,  and  was-  held  by  his  descen- 
dants for  many  generations.  The  silver  chalice  now 
in  use  in  the  church  bears  on  it  the  inscription 
"  Presented  by  Dendle.  Dumarf->q  la  Dame  de  Sark."  'J'ho 
Seigneury  of  the  Island,  after  having  passed  throucrh 
many  hands.— tliose  of  the  family  of  Mihier.  bisliop  of 
Gloucester,    tlit-n    to    the    L<-    i.Jius.    through    v.Ikhii,    by 
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inarriago,  to  the  Le  Pelly  family, — was  finally  pxxrcliasod 
from  the  heirs  of  the  Lite  Ernest  Le  Pelly,  Esquire,  in 
the  year,  18-52,  by  Mrs.  Thomas  Guerin  Collings  ;  and 
her  son  the  Revd.  William  T.  Collings,  iS[.A.,  is  the 
present  Seigneur.

Lit^ut.-Col.  John  Cullini^s  Gucrin,  whilst  sorviiig  as  C'aptaiu  of 
the  1st,  or  East  Reiriinent  of  Militia,  in  the  year  1845,  for  some 
unknow-n  cause,  ft 41  under  the  displeasure  of  ^Major-General 
Napier  (the  most  eccentric  Governor  that  ever  ruled  in  the  Channel 
Islands),  who,  on  tlie  plea  that  "  it  was  not  expedient  fur  the  pub- 
lic ser\-ice  that  Captain  Guerin  should  hold  a  commission,"  rediici.'d 
him  to  the  ranks  as  a  privjte.  The  reasons  for  tliis  arbitrary  pro- 
ceeding were  refused,  and  Sir  James  Graham  was  ai)pealed  to  in 
vain.  Sir  James,  however,  issued  an  order  tliat  no  officer  in  the 
;Militia  of  anv  of  the  Channel  Islands  should  be  dismissed  in 
fuuu-c  '-witli.iut  the  express  >aiicti(.ii  of  tlie  Seevetary  <.f  Slate," 
thu.-,  significantly  coudmning  the  di>missal.  Finding  that  Captain 
Guerin  could  obt:iiii  no  redress,  and  that  the  whole  matter  was 
one    of    private    pinue,  which   cuuld  not    bear  investigntion,  the 
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oftict-is  uf  the  ^lilitia  bfuiniu'  uiost  mdii;-uant,  and  two  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonels and  five  Captains  re-iyned  th^.'ii'  commissions, 
preferring  to  join  CriiL-rin  in  the  ranks  than  hold  them  on  such 
degrading  teniis.  These  and  other  matters  caused  the  recall  of 
]Major-General  Napier  iu  1S4S.  He  was  succeeded  by  Major- 
General  Bell,  one  of  whnso  first  acts  was  to  reinstate,  with  their 
former  rank,  Captain  Guerin,  and  the  seven  other  officers  who  had 
resigned  their  commissions.  This  was  the  second  condemnation 
of  Gucrin's  dismissal,  and  then,  for  tlie  first  time,  appeared  the 
order,  which  had  been  kept  secret  by  Napier :  "  That  no  oflieer 
should  be  dismissed  in  future  without  the  express  sanction  of  the 
Secretary  of  State."  —  Tiippcrg  '•  Histon/  of  Gttirustif,"  nnd  othns.

The  family  of  CuUings  is  descended  from  John  Collings,  Of 
Ansford,  in  the  Hundred  of  Collings,  Co.  Somerset,  wlio  came  over 
to  the  Channel  Islands  in  the  year  167-5,  during  tJie  rtign  of 
Charles  II.  The  piescat  representative  is  Bonamy  CJliiig^, 
ilajor  R.Ct.M.,  grandson  of  John  Collings,  by  ilaigaret,  his  wife, 
daughter  of  Philip  ^lauger  ;  and  of  ilar\-  Guerin,  v.ife  of  Julm 
Bonamy. — Burke's  ^'  Illunilnatcd  Illn-itrations,  1856." 

The  JLii.ifj'rr.'i  are  descended  from  Manger,  Archliisliop  of 
Rouen,  who  was  tlie  son  of  iJuke  Kir  hard  II.  of  Xormandy,  hy  a 
noble  Danish  ladv,  and  brother  of  Duke  Robert,  the  fat);er  of 
AVilliam  the  C^nqur-ror.  M'iHiim  wa.i  but  eight  yeai-s  of  nge  on 
his  lalher'^   (L.-.itli,  aii'l  Ij-ioi,'  iilegitiurite,  ^lauger  \\as  the  iaw.ul 
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heir  to  the  Diichy,  ami  wvs  one  ui  the  must  powerful  opixments  to 
tlie  claims  of  his  iiepht-w  ;  Irnt  thi'  bar  sinister  in  that  iv^o  was  not 
an  insuperahlo  ohstaclo  to  the  suci/ession  to  a  throne.  And 
although  the  Archbishop  opposed  WiUiara.  they  managed  to  get 
on  very  fairly  together,  and  he  was  fi-equently  consulted  by  the 
young  Duke,  to  whom  he  is  credited  with  having  given  sound 
ad\-ice  and  counsel.  But  in  lOoo,  "William  much  otfeuded  ilauger, 
by  his  marriage  with  Matilda,  and  the  Archbisho])  excomuiunicated 
him,  on  the  pretext  that  his  wife  was  too  nearly  nlated  to  her 
husband.  William  was  more  exasperated  by  this  than  by  all  t!ie 
pretensions  of  Mauger  to  the  UiKhy  ;  and  in  tlie  same  vear  tlie 
Primate  was  deposed,  and  banislied  for  life  t>  thi;  island  of 
Guernsey,  where  according  to  Xoi-man  historians,  he  married  or 
cohabited  with  a  young  lady  of  the  name  of  Guille,  by  whom  he 
had  several  children,  and  foimded  the  family  of  ilauger  of 
Guernsey.  He  is  said  to  have  resided  at  a  place  caned  "  Saint," 
near  Saints  Bay,  in  the  pari.sh  of  Saint  Martin  in  that  island.  He 
■was  drownr-d  at  sea,  the  body  being  found,  and  buried  at  Cher- 
bourg."—  Ti'jijjcr'x  "  Mislorij  iif  Gii-ti-iisfif,"   Lower,  and  others. 

His  descendant,  James  ilauger,  of  Somerhusc  (now  Sommiid- 
leuse),  in  the  parish  of  Forest,  during  the  wars  of  England  and 
France,  started  fiom  the  i.sland  of  Guernsey,  in  the  year  1419, 
M-ith  his  men,  landed  at  the  little  port  of  Agon,  in  Nonuandy,  and 
captured  by  escalade  the  Castle  (>f  ^lont  Martin,  near  Coutances, 
on  the  24th  June.  Henry  V.  of  England  was  so  pleased  with  this 
daring  exploit,  that  he  granted  to  James  ilauger  the  Lordship  of 
Bosque  in  Xormandy  (said  by  tmdition  to  have  been  originallv 
part  of  the  possessions  of  the  Archbishop  Mauger  his  ancestor'), 
and  conferred  upon  him  the  distinguishing  honour  of  adiiiug  to 
his  paternal  arms  the  Cross  of  St.  George,  in  requital  fur  his 
gallant  and  successful  attack. 

The  patent  is  thus  worded: — "  In  recognition  of  this  feat  of 
arms,  the  ^aid  James  3Iauger,  Kniglit  of  Saint  George,  shall 
quarter  on  his  arms,  1  and  4,  d'argent  a  deux  chevTons  de  sable,  for 
Coutances,  and  2  and  3  d'un  lion  rampant  de  sable,  for  Bosques;  " 
and  as  a  knight  of  Saint  George,  he  bore  the  red  cross  of  that 
order  on  his  shield.

The  ^[augers  are  said  to  have  taken  a  very  prominent  part  in 
the  early  history  of  the  Channel  Ishmds ;  and  from  the  Arch- 
bishop the  families  of  ^lauger,  Magor,  Major,  Mayor  and  flayer 
claim  descent. 

From  one  of  these  sprang  Sir  Matthias  flayer,  or  IMaJDr,  a 
Jersejman,  a  soldier  under  Henry  YII.,  who  obtained  a  grant  of 
arms,  and  lineal  ancestor  ot  E.  ^lajor,  Esq.,  of  Hiu-aslcy,  Co. 
Hants,  whose  daughter,  Dorothy,  married  Richard,  afterwards

THE  GUERINS  OF  SOMERSET 

Are  of  the  Champagne,  Isle  de  France   and  Auvergne, 
family,  Avhich  is  divided  into  eight  branches: 

1st.    Seigneurs  de  Champvoissi. 

2nd.  Seigneurs  de  Tarnaut. 

3rd.  Seigneurs  de  Brusland.  .  ; 

4th.  Se-igneurs  de  I'lluy. 

5th  and  Gth.  Seigneurs  de  A'iolaine. 

7th.  Seigneurs  de  Sauville. 

8th.  Seigneurs  de  roisleux. 
And  these  again  into  many  minor  branches. 

They  all  bear  similar  Arms  to  the  IMortagne,  Clairac, 
Guernsey,  and  Devonsliire  Guerins,  with  the  exception 
that  the  lions  are  crmrned. 

Since  their  settlement  in  England,  the  Somersetshire 
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family  use  tlie  crest  ".  a  demi-lion  crowned  issuing  out 
of  a  crown."  They  claim  descent  from  Eolert  Giu'rin, 
(wlio,  according  to  Hozier's  Ai-morial,  came  originally 
from  Brittany,)  Seigneur  de  Poisieux,  and  father  of  Didier 
Guerin,  Seigneur  de  Sauville.  He  married  Damoiselle 
Jeanne  Miron,  by  whom  he  had  a  son  Francois  Guerin, 
Chevalier,  who  was  Lieutenant  of  Monseigneur  le 
Marechal  de  Montmorency,  Governor  of  Brittany,  and 
Captain  of  the  town  and  castle  of  St.  Malo,  1521.

GUEEINS  OF  CLAIRAC  AND  MAI17AC. 

The  information  we  have  respecting  Daniel  Guerin's 
family  at  Clairac  is  as  follows  : — The  estate  came  into 
the  possession  of  ]\rrs.  Guorin,  his  stepmother,  aiul  her 
children,  Loth  through  the  continued  ahsence  of  Daniel, 
and  also  through  an  edict,  whereby  all  the  lands  of  the 
Huguenots  who  had  fled  were  contiscated. 

The  Guerins  had  for  many  generations  continued  ou 
the  property,  which  they  cultivated  for  the  manufacture 
of  wines,  and  in  the  coiu-se  of  time  amassed  great 
wealth.  AVlieu  Nicholas  Guerin  became  the  inheritor 
of  the  estate,  he  being  a  man  solely  given  up  to 
pleasure,  squandered  in  dissipation  nearly  the  whole  of 
his  fortune,  and  died  leaving  several  children,  who, 
although  well  educated,  were  in  comparatively  reduced 
circumstances.  "With  the  money  saved  from  tlie  wreck 
of  their^  father's  property,  his  two  sons  Nicholas  and 
Peter,  with  their  younger  brotliers  and  sisters,  emi- 
grated to  the  "West  Indies,  and  purchased  in  the  island 
of  St.  Domingo  an  estate  called  "  Tlaisance,"  near  Ca])e 
rrancis.  The  sisters  all  married.  After  many  years' 
residence  in  this  colony,  the  two  brothers,  having 
amassed  a  fortune,  returned  to  Prance,  being  thun  tlie 
sole  Nurvivor>.     Nii  hohis,   with  his  daughter  Tui.'res.;', 
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then  about  four  years  of  age,  settled  at  Clairae,  and 
Peter,  wlio  Avas  unmarried,  at  Bordeaux.  The  hitter 
died,  leaving-  all  Lis  property  to  ^iehola>:,  wlio  tlien 
finally  left  (Jlairac  and  took  up  his  permanent  rcsidenoe 
at  Bordeaux.  ITis  daughter  Therese  espoused  MonS. 
M.  A.  Plassau,  a  rich  mereliaut  of  that  town,  by  whom 
she  had  one  daughter,  Clari,  wlio  is  now  the  wife  of 
]\[ons.  Amediu  Meingot  of  Blaye.  Tliey  having  no 
family,  that  branch  of  the  Guurins  of  C'lairuc  on  her 
death  will  become  extinct. 

Of  the  Guerins  of  Mairac  but  tivo  were  surviving  in 
the  year  1 843.  Both  possessed  estates  ;  one  was  married, 
but  witliout  issue.  The  other,  his  cousin,  Avho  had 
been  an  otficer  under  the  Eepublic  and  the  First  Empire, 
was  unmarried.  They  had  resumed  the  original  name 
as  inscribed  on  the  ancient  title-deeds  of  the  proj.erty, 
which  had  been  in  possession  of  the  family  for  nearly 
four  hundred  years,  and  were  then  known  as  Messrs. 
"Garin."  On  their  deaths  that  branch  also  of  the 
Guerins  of  Guienne  becomes  extinct. 


BACONS  OF  FAILAISE,  XOE^^IANDY. 

Tlie  first  intelligence  received  by  the  Guerins  of  Guern- 
sey of  Marie  Bacon's  family  was  between  the  year 
1825  and  1828,  when  two  Jersey  gentlemen  visitod  the 
island  on  tlieir  return  from  Falaise,  in  Kormandy, 
wliore  they  had  made  the  acquaintance  of  a  Mens.  Bacon 
and  his  familv;  ]\f.  Bacon,  on  lieariog  that  tliev   came 
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from  the  Cliaunel  Islands,  iurjuirod  -u-lietlicr  tliey  knew 
if  there  still  existed  in  Guernsey  a  Huguenot  family  of 
the  name  of  Gucrin,  as  his  great-great-annt  had  escaped 
to  that  island  on  the  Eevocation  of  the  Edict  of  Xantes, 
and  married  a  !Mr.  Daniel  Guerin.  also  an  emigre. 

This  ^Mons.  Bacon  and  his  ftimily  ^-ere  in  185o  still 
living  on  their  estate,  a  few  leagues  distant  from  Falaise. 

About  the  year  1841  or  1842  ]\Ir.  John  Simon  'whose 
grandmother  was  Sarah  Guerin,  wife  of  Mr.  Daniel  Piton, 
of  Guernsey)  was  stationed  at  Battle  Harbour,  coast  of 
Labrador,  in  charge  of  a  fishing  station  belonging  to 
merchants  at  Poole,  when  a  Mr.  Bacon,  who  was  tra- 
velling in  Canada,  visited  Battle  Harbour,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  fishing  and  shooting,  and  became  the  guest  of 
Mr.  J.  Simon.  Mr.  Bacon  having  stated  that  he  was 
from  Falaise  in  Xormandy,  he  was  informed  by  ^Ii-.  ' 
Simon  that  very  probably  they  were  distantly  related, 
as  his  grandmother,  Sarah  Guerin,  was  descended  from 
Mr.  Daniel  Guerin  of  Claii-ac,  in  Agenois,  who  being  a 
Huguenot,  fled  to  Guernsey,  and  there  married,  in  1G8G, 
a  Madlle.  Marie  Bacon,  of  Falaise,  of  a  noble  Xor- 
raan  family.  Mr.  Bacon  gave  an  impression  uf  his 
Arms  to  be  presented  to  the  Guerins  of  Guernsey  ;  -w  hicli 
is  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Elias  Thomas  Gm'rin,  of  Le 
Mont  Durant. 

The  Bacons  are  one  ofthe  most  ancient  of  the  Xuinuui 
families,  and  there  still  exists  a  seigueurie  of  that  name 
in  the  prinince.  AVilliam  Bacon,  108:.',  endowed  tlie 
Abbey  of  tlie  Holy  Trinity  at  Caen. 

The  Bacons  of  Suffolk  claim  de-ct-iit  from  om-  Grim- 
bald,  "who  came  over  to  England  with  sVilliam  the  Con- 
queror, and  settled  near  Holt,  his  groat-grandson  took 
the  name  of  ]^)acon,  which  his  flesconduuts  liavo  ci.n- 
tjnued  ever  since.

The  origin  of  the  "  lion  "  as  a  device  used  Ly  tlie 
fruerius,  is  supposed  to  liave  been  derived  from  Guerin, 
the  first  Count  of  r^fontglave,  or  Lyons,  in  tlie  reign  of 
Charleniagneu  In  the  British  ^NEuseurn  is  a  liistury  of 
tliis  "Guerin  de  Montgdave,"  written  Ly  MicliaelLe  jNoir, 
tuti)r  t<^  tlie  young  Prince,  and  printed  by  the  order  of 
King  Francis,  in  the  year  151.5,  and  it  contains  an  old 
Tvood-engraving  representing  Guerin,  as  a  knight  in  full 
armour,  with  sword  and  spear,  guarding,  with  another 
]<night,  the  tent  of  Charlemagne,  over  which  are  the 
Imperial  Arms,  "  a  Double  Eagle  displ.iycd ;"  on 
Giierin's  shield  is  "  a  Single  Crouned  Lion."  liy  the 
kind  permission  of  the  Authorities  of  the  ^lusenni,  I 
liave  been  able  to  obtain  a  facsimile  of  this  woodcut  for 
a  frontispiece. 

This  Guerin  is  said  to  have  won  the  kingdom  of 
Prance  from  the  Emperor,  about  the  year  808,  at  a  game 
of  chess  (of  which  I  will  give  full  particulars  hereafter), 
and  many  of  the  name,  his  d'scendants  or  otherwise,  have, 
it  may  be,  perhaps,  in  commemoration  of  the  event,  borne 
on  their  shields,  some  a  lion  or  .'3  lions  ;  others  3  chess 
rooks  or  castles,  as  Guerin  de  RoeJiemore ;  and  others, 
wholly  or  in  part,  a  checiuered  board,*  some  adding  to  it 
the  oiie  lion,  others  the  three — as  for  instance — the  fol- 
lowing EiigUsh  families  who  claim  descent  from  Gutiius 
of  France —

GcERix,  Blsliop  of  Senlis,  and  Chancellor  of  France, 
a  Knight  of  St.  John  of  Jeru-aleni,  bore  no  device  on 
his  Shield  of  Gold,  but  after  the  battle  of  Bovines,  as  a 
distinguished  mark  of  honour,  King  Philip  Augustus 
granted  him  the  addition  of  a  Band  of  Eed  across  Ixis 
shield,  and  in  the  ''  Salle  des  Croisades,"  Versailles,  his 
Arms  appear  as  "  D'or  a  la  fasce  do  guoules." — (6.) 

GcERix — Seigneur  do  Flaux,  in  Artois,  Anns — 
"  D'or,  a  trois  chevi-ons  d'azur  accompagne  en  point 
d'un  Lion  de  gueulo  au  chef  d'argent,  charge  du  trois 
etoiles  d'or."

These,  as  far  as  I  can  ascertain,  are  all  of  the  naoie 
■«-ho  bear  Arms  on  grAd  shiehJs  or  have  the  device  of  o,ie 
or  more  Lions,  and  I  think  there  is  but  little  doubt  that 
they  sprang  from  one  stock — the  Guerins  of  Mortagne, 
in  Xormandy,  -who  originally  came  fi'om  Auvergne. 

Further  details  concerning  the  Arms  and  localities  of 
other  numerous  branches  of  the  Guerins  I  will  try  and 
make  complete  in  the  annexed  biogra^jhical  sketches. 


BIOGllAPHICAL     SKETCHES, 
CHRONOLOGICALLY  A R RA XGED. 


As  it  may  not  be  without  interest  to  those  connected 
with  tliese  Huguenot  families,  I  •vrill  add  such  infor- 
mation as  I  have  been  enabled  to  obtain  respectini^  any 
bearing  the  name  of  Guerin,  or  Guarin,  althougli  in 
"Writing  these  sketches,  I  shall,  in  most  cases,  give  merely 
an  epitome  of  such  pai-ticulai-s,  togetlier  \vith,  now  and 
then,  a  cursory  glance  at  the  histoiy  of  the  period  befoie 
us  ;  these  I  shall  arrange  clu'onologically. 

The  Guerins  and  Guarin s,  both  French  and  Italian, 
have,  as  a  race,  in  the  course  of  ages  given  to  the  State 
many  distinguished  citizens,  statesmen,  soldiers,  poets, 
painters,  and  men  of  letters  and  art.  In  the  church  the 
name  has  been  particularly  eminent ;  on  its  roll  figure  a 
Martyi-,  Saints,  Cardinals,  Archbishops,  Bishops,  Abljots, 
and  numerous  other  dignities.  Amongst  the  Ciaisaders 
they  took  a  veiy  p>rominent  position  ,  two  being  raised  to 
the  dignity  of  Prince  as  Gnmd-^Mastei-s  of  the  Knights  of 
St.  Jolm  of  Jerusaleiii,  nr  Hospitalars,  be.sidfs  others  as 
fli.^tin:i'ui.^lied  Kui;_dits  oi  the  Order. 
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The  French  "  Guerin,"  and  the  Italian  "  Guerini,"  are 
the  modernized  nomenclature  for  the  ancient  "  Warinus," 
"Warin;''  "Guarinus,"  "Guarin;"  "Gerin,"and  "Garin," 
which,  as  baptismal  names,  were  in  frequent  use  in  the 
early  ages,  and  are  supposed  to  have  been  used  in  honour 
of  a  mart}"!-  whose  name  is  thus  variously  spelt  in  the 
Chronicles  of  the  Monasteries  (but  where  these  are  copied 
at  length  by  historians,  as  in  the  case  of  Mons.  Martin 
Boucpiet's  "Histoire  de  France  et  de  Gaul,"  an  explanatoiy 
note  states  that  "Guerin"  is  meant)''':  this  martyr  suf- 
fered death  by  stoning  in  the  year  a.d.  500;  and  on  the 
5th  October,  678,  his  name  was  placed  on  the  list  of  the 
Roman  ^Mai-tyrology  ;  from  which  date  he  is  always  known 
as  "  Saint  Guarin,"  or  "  Guerin,"  and  from  the  great  num- 
ber so  named,  he  would  seem  to  have  been  held  in  special 
favour  amongst  ecclesiastics  in  the  early  ages. 

"  Warinus,"  and  "  Guariims,"  are  simply  the  French 
and  Italian  rendering  of  the  Latin  surname  "  Varinus,"t 
a  name  in  fi-equent  use  amongst  the  Eomans.  In  the 
early  -writings  of  Cicero  mention  is  made  of  "  P.  Yarinus, 
a  Roman  governor  in  Asia,"j  and  it  is  not  improbable 
that  this  "  Saint  and  Martyr  "  may  Lave  been  a  Roman 
citizen  or  soldier,  domiciled  in  Gaul  about  the  time  of 
the  Frankish  invasion  ;  or  perhaps  one  of  the  Yarini,  a 
very  ancient  people  of  Germany,  +  who  may  have  come 
over  with  the  Franks. 

In  the  "  Memoii-s  of  G.  ^Maurice  de  Guerin,"  by  ]Mons. 
de  Trebutien,  it  is  stated  that,  "  the  founder  of  the  familv

of  Gxicriu,  ^va.s  one  Guarini,    an   Italian,   -u-ho   settled  in 
France    early  in   the   nintli   centur}^"     After  a  careful 
examination   into  the  matter  I  cannot  coincide  ^vith  this 
view,  for  I  find  in  the  Chronicles  of  the  Monasteries  in 
France  mention   of   numerous   AVarins  and   Guarins  as 
Abbots  and  Bishops,   commencing  as  early  as  a.d.   G~i, 
also  Counts  of  the  name,  and  therefore  I  incline   to  the 
belief  that    they    -were   the    descendants    of  the    Gallo- 
IJomans ;  which  seems  borne  out  by  Perry  in  his  ''  History 
of  the    Franks,"    wlio   remarks : — "  What  speaks  more  ' 
strongly  tlian  anything  else   for  the   belief  in  a   gradual   • 
approach  to  equality  in  the  positions  of  the   Franks  and 
the  Gallo-Fvomans  is,  the  indisputable  fact  that  the  ofBce  • 
of  Governor  of  a  Gau  or  Canton  was  frequenth'  held  by  / 
a  Eoman.     In  Au\ergne  and  Toui-s,  the  majority  of  the' 
Counts  were  provincials."— Early  as  the  reign  of  PepLn  we  ■ 
have  Coimts  Guarin  and  Warin,  and  a  little  later  "  ]Varin, 
Count  of  Auvergne"  which,  I  think,  is  almost  conclusive 
that  Guarins  were  in  France,  holding  a  high  position,  long 
prior  to  the  date  given  by  Mons,  de  Trebutien,  as  to  theii- 
migration  fi-om  Italy. 

In  continuing  this  subject,  in  order  to  ptrevent  con- 
fusion, I  shall,  -with  one  or  two  exceptions,  use  only  the 
modernized  name  Guerin,  which  has  been  in  general  use 
since  1500. 

A.D.  674.  During  the  reign  of  Theodoric,  or  Thierri, 
son  of  Clotaire  III.,— Ebriou  being  at  the  time  Mayor  of 
the  Palace, — we  have  Leo  de  Garii,  of  whom  mention  is 
made  in  connection  with  his  brother  Guerin,  an  Abbot  ■'" — 
CBy  a  singular  coincidence,  this  Guerin  is   said  to   have

745.  GUERIX,  Abbe  of  Antecombe,  afterwards 
BLshop  of  Sidon  for  forty  years,  of  whom  frequent  men- 
tion is  made  during  the  reign  of  King  Pepin,  i  was  a  man 
renowned  for  his  learning  and  piety.  He  is  also  spoken 
most  highly  of,  in  a  letter  by  Saint  Bernard,  one  of  tlie 
great  fathers  and  doctors  of  the  church,  the  first  Abbe 
of  Clairvaux,  who  was  bom  1091,  and  died  1153..^ 

760.  Two  Counts  GUEEIX  are  named  in  the  lists  of 
the  nobles  and  bishops  who  accompanied  King  Pepin, 
when,  together  with  his  wife  Bertrada,  and  his  two  sons,  he 
proceeded  to  a  to^\-n  on  the  Pihine,  where  a  solemn  service 
was  held  in  honour  of  the  nativity  of  our  Lord.|| 

768.  "  The  noble  and  illustrious  Counts  Cancor  and 
Guerin "  are  mentioned  about  the  time  Aquitaine '  was 
re-annexed  to  the  dominions  of  France;  this  was  almost 
the  last  act  of  King  Pe^jin,  who  died  the  same  year.*' 

771.  COUNT  GUEPJX  (supposed  to  be  the  same 
man)  appears  on  the  list  of  nobles,  I'^-c,  who  attended   on

773  to  814.  A  GUERIX  bore  a  very  prominent  part 
during  the  whole  reign  of  Charlemagne.  'Some  writers 
suppose  that  there  were  two,  as  it  is  hardly  probable  that 
it  could  be  the  same  man  who  was  alive  at  the  death  of 
King  Pejiiu  in  7GS.  The  principal  deed.s  of  this  renovv^ned 
warrior  are  to  be  found  in  a  Ijook  entitled  "L'llistoire  de 
Cluerin  de  ]Moutglave,"  %\Titten  by  M.  Michel  le  ISr(.)ir, 
tutor  to  the  young  prince,  by  the  order  of  King  Francis, 
and  printed  in  the  year  1515.  History  and  romance  are 
so  mixed  up  that  it  is  difficult  to  draw  a  line  as  to  what 
is  fact  and  what  fiction,  but  from  it,  it  would  seem  that 
Guerin  was  engaged  in  nearly  all  tlie  wars  of  Charlemagne, 
and  especially  in  those  against  the  Turks  and  Spaniards. 

There  is  also  an  anecdote  told  f  as  to  how  Guerin 
became  possessed  of  the  title  of  "  Count  de  Montglave,"  or 
Lyons.  The  .story  runs,  that  Guerin  was  a  great  player 
of  chess  (about  that  time  (808)  being  first  introduced  into 
Europe),  and  the  Empei'or,  who  was  equally  fond  of  the 
game,  considered  himself  without  equal  in  his  court,  and 
challenged  Guerin,  saying  : — 

"  I  bet  you  would  not  play  your  expectations  against 
me  at  chess,  unless  I  were  to  propose  some  very  heavy 
stake."

In  the  end,  Guerin  was  declared  the 
victor,  and  claimed  the  kingdom  of  France,  but  Charle- 
magne laughed  the  matter  oft"  as  a  joke.  Guerin  and  his 
nobles  were  not  at  all  disposed  to  look  upon  it  in  this 
light,  and  he  swore,  by  all  the  saints  of  Aquitaine,  that 
he  niu.st  receive  compensation.  At  last  it  was  agreed 
that  Chaidemagne  should  surrender  all  his  rights  in  the 
countship  of  Montglave,  on  consideration  that  Guerin 
should  be  able  to  take  it  from  the  Saracens,  who  then 
held  possession.  This  he  soon  accomplished  with  the 
assistance  of  his  powerful  knights,  capturing  the  j'lace 
and  taking  pri.soner  Gasier,  the  Sultan,  and  his  only 
daughter  Mabiletta  ;  her  charms  captivated  his  hcai-t,  and 
at  her  intercession,  he  saved  her  father's  life  on  condition 
that  both  embraced  Christianity  ;  to  this  they  agreed, 
and  Guerin  soon  afterwards  married  Mabiletta,  by  wh(jiu 
he  had  four  sons,t  the  eldest  of  whom  is  said  to  have 
become  the  Duke  of  Aquitaine.

accepted,  almost  at  the  option  of  these  powerful  and 
formidable  retainers,  t 

814  to  819.  On  the  death  of  Charlemagne  and  succes- 
sion of  his  son  Louis  as  emperor,  the  whole  country  was 
devastated  by  foreign  w-ars  and  internal  dissensions.  And 
in  the  latter  year,  Guerin,  Count  of  Auvergne,  andBert-n- 
gier,  Count  of  Toulouse,  gave  battle  to  Lupus  Centules, 
a  count  of  the  illustrious  house  of  Gascony,  when  at  the 
head  of  a  large  army  he  rebelled  against  Louis ;  after  a 
Very  protracted  fight  Lupus  was  defeated  and  taken 
prisoner,  his  brother  Gesame  being  killed. ;{:

father  and  di%-ided  the  Empu-e  amongst  them,  the  Count 
of  Auvergne  and  his  cousin,  the  Count  cf  Burgundy, 
placed  themselves  at  the  head  of  the  discontented  nobles, 
and  defeating  the  three  sons,  replaced  Louis  on  his  throne, 
where  they  upheld  him  to  the  day  of  his  death. '^  Guerin 
was  rewarded  for  his  part  in  Louis'  restoration  by  a  con- 
firmation of  the  grunt  of  the  dukedom  of  Aquitaine  ;  and 
when  Judith's  son,  Charles,  was  made  king  of  that  ]jro- 
vince,  S35,t  we  tind  Guerin  styled  "Duke  of  Aquitaine, 
also  Duke  of  Toulouse,  under  whom  was  Egfridus,  Count 
of  Toulouse.'" 

841.  On  the  death  of  the  Emperor  Louis,  his  three 
sons  disputed  the  division  of  the  Empire,  which  they 
endeavoured  to  decide  in  the  followuig  year,  842,  by  force 
of  arms,  in  the  bloody  battle  on  the  plains  of  Fontenoy,^ 
memorable  for  the  great  number  of  the  slain,  of  whom 
upwards  of  one  hundred  thousand  men  were  left  on  the 
tiekl.§      The  Duke  of  Aquitaine  took  a  very  prominent

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part  ill  this  strucrgle,  and  all  tlio  clivuiiiele>^  spcuk  most 
highly  of  the  wisdom  and  v;dour  he  displayed,  and  adjudge 
to  him  the  liouour  of  tlie  victory.  The  result  of  this 
engagement  was  that  Italy  was  assigned  to  Lothaii-e  :  Ger- 
many to  Louis  ;  and  Trance,  witli  Burgundy,  to  Cluirles  ; 
while  Guerin  was  continued  in  the  posses.->ion  of  the 
Dukedoms  of  Aquitaine  and  Toulouse,  thus  becoming  one 
of  the  most  potent  and  influential  of  the  great  i)eers.* 

849.  GUEKIX,  a  rich  and  powerful  Abbot  f  in 
Alsace,  of  warlike  re|iutation,  who  flourished  during  the 
reigns  of  the  Emperor  and  his  sons. 

The  chronicles  for  the  next  hundred  years  contain  little 
but  a  confused  medley  of  battles,  and  negotiations  patched 
up  between  the  Great  Dukes  and  Counts,  wars  and  spolia- 
tions never  ceasing  throughout  France — might  was  the 
only  light  acknowledged.  It  was  about  this  time  that 
the  foundei-s  of  the  fomilies  of  Guerin  in  Normandy  and 
Brittany  are  supposed  to  have  made  their  way  north,  and 
settled  in  those  provinces. 

984.+  GUERIN  was  Archbishop  of  Cologne  at  the 
time  of  the  coronation  of  Hugh  Capet  (.3rd  July,  087), 
and  a  GUERIN,.^  Al>bot  of  St.  Miclinel,  also  is  noticed 
as  occupying  a  prominent  [josition  in  the  stirring  tvents 
of  that  period. 

1029. §  GUERIN  was  Bishop  of  Beauvais  during  the 
stormv  occurrences  which  marked  the  reiun  uf  Ileurv  1.,

is  said  to  have  used  all  his  influence  to  bring  about  a  re- 
conciliation, but  without  eflect,  and  the  confederates  were 
defeated.  Thibaud  purchased  Lis  freedom  by  renouncing 
Touraine,  and  Stephen  his,  by  tlie  loss  of  the  greater  part 
of  his  lauds. 

1030  to  '35.  GUERIX  ;elde^t  .^on  of  William  Talvas 
de  Bellesme,  Count  of  Alencon,  Sens,  i'c.'^,  together  with  liis 
brothers  Fulk,  Robert,  and  William,  ravaged  tiie  Duchy 
of  Xormandy  in  revenge  for  the  capture  of  their  father's 
capital  by  Robert  I.,  sixth  Duke  of  Konnandy  (father  of 
William  the  Conqueror),  in  consequence  of  the  Coimt  of 
Alencon's  refusal  to  do  him  homage  and  fealty,  and  to 
take  the  usual  oath  of  fidelity.  Fulk  was  killed,  and 
Robert  wounded,  in  this  conflict.  Robert  became  after- 
wards Earl  of  Alen90n,  but  was  taken  prisoner,  and  died 
in  confinement.* 

What  became  of  Guerin  is  not  stated,  but  it  is  not  im- 
probable that  on  his  father's  death  he  became  possessed  of 
Sens,  one  of  his  father's  numerous  countships,  and  that  a 
branch  of  his  descendants  may  have  used  his  christian  as 
a  surname — although  the  family  name  was  Talvas — for 
from  that  date  we  have  Guerins,  Yiscounts,  Counts,  and 
Barons  de  Sens,  down  to  the  time  of  Anne  Gdes  de 
Guerin,  Baron  de  Sens,  and  Marquis  de  St.  Brice,  1671.

MILES  DE  GUERIN  is  said  to  have  accompanied 
William  the  Conqueror  in  his  expedition  ;t  and  from  him 
claim  to  be  descended  the  Warings  of  Lancashire,  the 
Warings  of  "Wai-ing.stown,  Co.  Down,  Irehvnd,  and  the 
"Warringtons  of  Lancashire,:]:  these  latter  quarter  with 
their  arms  the  "  three  black  lions  on  a  gold  shield,"  of 
the  Guerins,   "  Election  de  Mortagne,"  Normandy. 

1070.  GUERIN,  the  son  of  Gaston,  a  gentleman  of 
Dauphiny.  About  the  end  of  the  eleventh  century  they, 
father  and  son,  founded  a  hospital  for  the  reception  of 
sick  pilgrims  who  came  to  visit  the  body  of  St.  Antoine, 
which  Josselin  had  brought  from  Yieunois.  It  was  this 
which  gave  rise  to  the  Order  of  St.  Autoine,  which  wa.s 
approved  of  by  L'rbanll.,  in  the  Council  of  Clermont,  in 
the  year  1095.  For  two  hundred  years  this  order  was 
governed  by  seventeen  superiors,  who  took  the  title  of 
"  Master."  Almoin  de  Montague  was  the  first  who  re- 
ceived the  title  of  "  Abbe,"  from  Boniface  VII.,  in  the 
year  1297.  § 

1096.  GUERTN  DE  ROCHEMORE,  one  of  the 
knights  who,  under  the  banners  of  the  Count  of  Toulouse, 
so  distinguished  himself  in  the  first  crusade,  109G.  He 
took  a  very  prominent  part  in  tlie  siege  of  Archas,  of 
which  mention  is  made  in  the  chronicles  of  Robert  le 
Moine  ;  and  he  is  also  named  in  the   charter  of  Hugti,

1103.  OriiRIN,  Archhi.-.hop  of  Aries,  ■  during  the 
reign  of  Philip,  and  his  sun  Louis,  of  whom  there  is 
little  of  importance  to  relate. 

1 180.  G UE RIN,  Archbi,-^hop of Bourges, and G  C ERIN, 
Viscount  of  Sens,  were  amongst  those  present  at  the 
coronation  of  Philip  Augustus,  by  the  Archbishop  of 
Sens.§ 

1187.   GUERIN  DE  MOXTAIGU,*;  as  a  Hospitalar, 

took  part  in  the  fatal  battle  of  Tiberias,  in  which  the  Cru- 
saders were  totally  defeated  by  Saladin,  and  the  true  cro.^s 
captured  by  the  Saracens.  Soon  followed  the  fall  of  Jeru- 
salem, whieli  after  a  defence  of  fourteen  days  was  captured 
and  the  banners  of  the  \ictor  planted  on  the  walls  of  the 
city.  But  the  career  of  Saladin  was  afterwards  checked  by 
the  resistance  of  Tyre,  where  were  assembled,  1 189,  all  the 
Christian  troops  which  had  capitulated  at  Jerusalem, 
amongst  them  the  Knights  Hospitalars  under  Jeffry  le 
Pat,  and  Gucrin  do  Montaigu.   whose   forces  were  dailv

France  and  Xormandj.  From  T\i-e  the  Christians  pro- 
ceeded to  Acre,  to  which  tliey  hiy  siege  for  upwards  of 
one  year ;  Sahidin  and  his  hosts  were  encamped  but  a  few 
miles'  distance,  and  harassed  the  besiegers  in  every 
possible  way,  till  the  Christinus,  although  victorious  in 
many  a  bloody  encounter,  begin  to  sink  under  despair, 
as  their  ranks  were  gradually  thinned  by  the  sword, 
lamine  and  disease.  But  in  the  follo^viIlg  Spring,  1190, 
their  spirits  were  revived  by  the  arrival  of  Philip  of 
France,  and  Pilchard  of  England,  whose  appearance 
caused  dismay  to  the  Saracens.  All  the  attempts  of 
Saladin  to  raise  the  siege  were  repelled  by  the  vigilance 
of  the  Christians,  and  Acre  was  soon  after  captured.  It 
was  for  the  great  braveiy  and  wisdom  dis})]ayed  by 
Guerin,  that  on  the  death  of  Jetfry  le  Rat  he  was  chosen 
Grand  blaster  of  the  order.  At  this  siege  France  lost 
the  Counts  of  Flanders,  Bar,  Blois,  Sancerre,  Eu,  and 
Ponthieu,  besides  a  long  list  of  nobles  of  inferior  rank, 
but  equal  courage.  During  the  dispute  as  to  the  empty 
title  of  "  King  of  Jerusalem,"  Philip  with  the  Templars 
supported  the  pretensions  of  Conrad,  Marquis  of  IMout- 
ferrat,  and  Pachard,  "svith  the  Hospitalars,  that  of  Guy  of 
Lusignan.  This  unseemly  quarrel  was  eventually  settled 
by  the  lattei',  retaining  for  life  the  crown  of  Jerusalem. 

Of  this  Guerin  de  Montaigu,  as  Grand  Master  of  the 
Knights  of  St.  John,  more  hereafter. 

1190  to  1230.  GUERIX^^ ;  Bishop  of  Senlis,  Chan- 
cellor  of  France,  and    Frere  Gu>jrin,    are   the     titles    hv

men  ot  his  age.  In  his  eai'ly  youth  he  ^vas  a  Knight 
Hospitalar.  It  is  iincertain  ^\-hether  he  ^v-as  engaged  in 
the  battle  of  Tiberias,  and  fall  of  Jerusalem  ;  but  if  so,  lie 
had  returned  to  Frauce  prior  to  Philip's  qxiitting  it,  to 
rescue  the  Christians,  for  he  was  amongst  those  left  in 
charge  of  the  kingdom  as  a  coimeillor  of  state  during 
the  absence  of  the  king;  on  whose  return  Guerin  became 
his  chief  companion  and  adviser.  In  1203  he  was  ap- 
pointed Abbot  of  St.  Victor,  in  Paris,  and  in  the  same 
year,  Keeper  of  the  Seals.  He  is  said  to  have  been  a  man 
of  great  ambition,  and  that  he  induced  Philip  to  attempt 
the  conquest  of  ISTormaudy;  whicli  was  effected  the 
following  year,  120-i.  At  his  instigation,  also,  the  arms 
of  Frauce  were  engaged  in  extending  the  dom'inions  and 
augmenting  the  authority  of  Philip,  who  was  nothing 
lotli  to  take  the  double  ad%-antage  of  gratifying  the 
ambition  of  Pope  Innocent  III.,  whilst  adding  to  his  own 
power,  in  attacking  the  possessions  of  Raymond,  Count 
of  Toulouse,  a  man  of  noble  mind,  and  even  in  those 
early  days  an  advocate  fur  unbounded  religious  toleration 
amongst  his  subjects.  The  result  is  well  known  in  the 
Cixisade  against  the  xVlbigenses,  to  which  flocked  the 
chivalry  of  Europe,  as  it  broiight  them  greater  gains 
and  less  ti'ouble  than  the  Holy  Wars.  It  ended  in  the 
spoliation  of  Paymond,  a  large  portion  of  whose  haid 
fell  to  the  share  of  jPhilip. 

In  1210  Guerin  was  consecrated  Bisliop  of  Seulis,  and 
this  honour  was  conferred  on  liim  as  a  reward  fur  the 
wisdom  of  his  counsels  to  the  king  in  the  management 
of  the  state,  whereby  the  mo.->t  important  changes  had  been 
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brought  about  and  the  hitherto  separate  interests  of  the 
feudal  nobh'S  were  converted  into  a  confederation,  of 
powei-s  strictly  subordinate  to  the  Crown.  A  tumultuous 
republic  of  barons  and  knights  became  a  well-balanced 
kingdom,  with  local  privileges  and  a  centralised  authority, 
whilst  the  communes  were  rich  and  flourishing. 

1214.  As  a  general,  Guerin  is  chiefly  renowned  for 
the  strategy  he  displayed  in  the  management  of  the 
troops  at  the  battle  of  Bovine,  24th  July,  although  lie 
took  no  actual  part  in  the  conflict.  In  this  battle  Philip 
is  suppo.sed  to  have  had  about  hfty  thousand  men,  led  by 
the  Duke  of  Burgundy,  the  Counts  of  Dreux,  Nevers, 
Sancei're,  Ponthier,  and  St.  Paul  ;  whilst  the  German 
army,  under  Otho,  their  emperor,  is  estimated  at  from 
two  to  three  hundred  thou.sand,  under  the  commands  of 
the  Dukes  of  Limburgh,  Brabant,  and  Lorraine,  and  the 
Counts  of  Xamur,  Flanders  and  Bologne,  together  with 
the  English  Earl  of  Salisbury.  The  conflict  was  tierce 
and  bloody,  and  the  issue  for  a  long  time  doubtful,  the 
fortunes  of  France  and  Germany  alternately  prevailing. 
i'hilip  was  wounded  in  the  throat  by  an  arrow,  and  falling 
from  his  saddle,  was  nearly  dragged  to  death  by  his  horse. 
It  was  after  this  event  that  Guerin  had  the  sole  disposi- 
tion of  the  troops,  and  he  placed  the  French  with 
their  backs  to  the  sun,  whilst  it  dazzled  the  eyes  of  their 
advei-saries,  and  one  by  one  every  post  was  carried  ;  at 
last  the  German  army  beat  a  hasty  retreat,  endmg  in  a 
tumidtuous  fliglit.  AJl  historians  greatly  extol  the  wisdom 
and  courage  displayed  by  Guerin  on  this  occasion. 

For  the  next  few  }ears  l-e  devoted  the  wliole  of  his 
abilities  to  viirious  reformations  thi-oughout  the  kingdom; 
and  on  the  death  of  Philip  Augustus,  1223,  he  was 
nominated   e.\<'cut(jr  ti)  tlio    will  of    the    kiu''.      ( >n   the 
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accession  of  Louis  YITI.  to  the  tlirone,  Gnerin  wa?^  a]v 
pointed  "  Chancellor  of  France,"  tlie  dignity  of  whicli 
office  he  is  said  to  have  revived  in  all  its  former  splendour, 
making  its  holder  take  rank  as  one  of  the  great  peers  of 
the  realm,  and  first  of  all  the  officers  of  the  Croi^-n. 

On  the  death  of  Louis,  1226,  he  Tvas  joint  guardian 
with  Queen  Blanche  of  the  young  king,  then  only  eight 
years  of  age.  And  when  some  few  years  later  many  of 
the  great  nobles  and  vassals,  dissatisfied  with  their  gradual 
loss  of  power,  and  the  gl■o^^-ing  strength  of  the  lower 
classes  \inder  the  privileges  they  now  enjoyed,  endea- 
voured to  seize  tlie  queen  regent  and  the  young  king, 
the  chancellor,  ^vith  the  now  powerful  and  armed  people, 
headed  by  a  few  of  the  faithful  nobles,  hastened  to  their 
rescue,  and  defeated  the  confederate  barons. 

In  the  year  1228,  Guerin  resigned  all  his  dignities  into 
the  hands  of  the  queen  and  the  young  king  Louis  IX., 
and  retiring  to  the  Abbey  of  Chalis,  became  a  monk  of 
the  order ;  he  died  at  the  age  of  70,  two  years  later,  and 
was  buried  on  the  left  hand  side  of  the  grand  altar  of 
the  monastery  :  where  his  tomb  may  still  be  seen. 

He  bore  no  device  on  his  shield  of  gold,  but  after  the 
battle  of  Bovine,  as  a  distinguishing  mark  of  honour, 
Philip  Augustus  granted  him  the  addition  of  a  band  of 
red  across  the  .shield  ;  and  his  Arras  now  appear  in  the 
"  Salle  de  Croisades  "  at  Versailles,  as  "  D'or  a  la  fasee 
de  gueules."

against  Saladin,  was  chosen  14th  Grand  Master  of  tlie 
Knights  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem,  on  the  death  of  JeftVy 
le  Rat. 

Ho  had  liardly  been  appointed  to  this  important  post 
before  liostilities  were  commenced  between  Simon,  King 
of  Armenia,  and  the  Count  of  Tripoli,  concerning  the 
])rincipality  of  Antioch  ;  at  the  request  of  Pope  Innocent 
III.,  the  Grand  Master  at  the  head  of  his  Hospitalars 
allied  himself  with  the  king,  -whilst  the  Templars — 
between  -whom  and  the  Hospitalars  a  feeling  of  bitter 
enmity  existed — went  over  to  the  side  of  the  Count  of 
Tripoli  ;  and  for  two  years  this  war  raged  between  them 
with  varying  success.  The  Turks,  profiting  by  the 
internal  quarrels  of  the  Christians,  entered  Armenia 
with  a  powerful  army,  and  laid  siege  to  various  fortresses. 
Tlie  Hospitalars  were  thus  attacked  on  both,  sides  ;  but 
Guerin  concentrating  his  forces,  threw  himself  and  his 
devoted  knights  suddenly  and  unexpectedly  on  the 
Turks,  following  iq)  his  successes  so  quickly,  that  he 
raised  the  siege  of  each  fortress,  and  gained  such  a  de- 
cisive victory  that  it  ended  in  the  total  defeat  of  the  foes, 
and  all  their  camp  and  treasure  fell  into  his  hands,  as 
they  fled  from  the  country.  He  then  renewed,  with  re- 
doubled vigour,  tlie  war  against  the  Count  of  Tripoli,  which 
obliged  him  to  conclude  a  temporary  peace.  The  King  of 
Anuenia,  desirous  of  giving  proof  of  his  appreciation  of 
the  gallant  defence  of  his  country,  handed  over  to  Guerin, 
on  behalf  of  the  order  of  the  Knights  of  St.  John,  the 
towns  of  Salef,  Chateauneuf,  and  Carnodo  ;  v.-hich  gift 
was  afterwards  confii-med  by  the  Pope,  1211. 

In  1217,  Gui'rin  accompanied  Andrew,  King  of  Hun- 
gary, to  CV[iru:s.      Tiie  king  hml   brought  oyr-v  largr-  r<:in 
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forceiuents  to  the  help  of  the  Christians  in  Palestine  ;  he 
expressed  a  gi-eat  wish  to  be  admitted  as  a  knight  of  the 
Order,  bestoAving  on  the  Hospitalars  500  marks  of  silver 
from  the  resources  of  his  kingdom,  and  a  further  100 
marks,  towards  the  ex])enses  of  the  Chateau  de  Crae, 
then  in  [ios-<easion  of  the  knights. 

In  the  following  year  occurred  the  crusade  against 
-'^cypt ;  '^11'-^  it  ■^^iis  at  the  sieges  of  Damietta  in  May, 
1218,  and  Xovember,  1219,  that  Guerin  and  hLs  knights 
brought  such  renown,  on  the  order  of  the  Hospitalars 
as  to  rank  tliem  with  the  foremost  amongst  men  so  cele- 
brated for  their  herijism  as  the  Counts  of  Nevers  and 
La  Marche,  the  Archbishop  of  Bordeaux,  the  Bishops  of 
MeauXjAutun,  and  Paris,  under  whom  the  French  crusaders 
fought — and  those  of  England,  fiL;hting  under  the  com- 
mand of  the  "Earls  of  Chester  and  Arundel ;  William 
Longespee,  Earl  of  Salisbury^  (son  of  King  Henry  II. 
by  fair  Ro-amond)  ;  the  Baron  Harcourt,  and  other 
great  waiTiors.  From  Eg>-pt,  Gueiin  returned  to  Cyprus, 
and  for  the  next  few  years  devoted  all  his  energies  to 
setting  in  order  the  atiairs  of  that  kingdom,  whieii  had 
been  greatly  neglected. 

In  1222,  he  visited  Piome  in  company  with  the  King 
of  Jerusalem,  who  went  to  arrange  -with  the  Poiie  a  mar- 
riage between  his  daughter  Violante  and  the  Emperor 
Frederick.  The  Pope  w-as  so  pleased  with  the  important 
reforms  etiected  by  Guerin  in  the  government  of  Cyprus, 
that  he  placed  the  island  under  the  sole  charge  and  care 
of  the  man  who  had  shown  himself  so  capable  of  ruling, 
making  him  virtually  king  thereof ;  this  was  coulirmed 
by  a  brief  dated  122G,  and  he  continued  to  hold  the 
government  of  the  islan<l  until  his  death,  12;3'.'.  After 
the    excouiuiunieati'jn    cf    the     Empi'ror    Frcdc-ii-k     11. 
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he  refused,  e4U;illy  \vitli  the  Templars,  to  pay  allegiance, 
or  ohey  the  orders  of  that  prince.  Guerin  was  Grand 
Master  of  the  Hospitalars  for  three  and  twenty  years, 
and  a  kniglit  of  the  order  for  upwai-ds  of  fifty;  thus 
enjoying  his  dignities  for  a  longer  period  than  any  other 
knight  since  the  death  of  the  venerable  Raymond  du 
Puy.  He  died  full  of  honours,  having  merited  and  won 
the  respect  of  all  the  Christian  princes.  His  Arms. 
"  Ecartele  aux  1  et  -t  de  la  religion,  et  aux  2  et  3  de 
gueules  a  la  tour  d'or,"  are  emblazoned  in  the  "  Salle 
de  Croisades  "  at  Tersailles.'' 

A.D.  1231  to  '36  or  '44.t  GUEKIN  of  Provence 
was  nephew  of  the  last  Grand  Master  ;  he  had  been 
engaged  under  his  uncle  as  a  Knight  Hospitalar  in  the 
crusade  against  Egypt  and  the  siege  of  Damietta.      He

Note.— There  have  ueen  some  doubts  expressed  as  to  ■s^hether 
the  con-ect  appellation  for  this  prince  is  Guerin,  or  De  Montaigu,  but 
a  careful  examination  into  the  matter  soon  clears  up  the  apparent 
imcertainty.  Mo,itaiiju  is  a  small  town,  c^o^vned  by  a  castle,  situ- 
ated in  the  mijuutuins  of  Anvergme,  and  was  one  of  the  many  pos- 
sessions of  the  Guerin-;  of  that  p^o^■ince.  Guerin  de  ilontahjii  was 
so  called  to  distinnruish  him  from  Guerin,  Bishop  of  Senlis,  and 
Guerin,  of  Provence,  afterwards  the  IGth  Grand  Master,  who 
were  all  Knig:hts  Husj'italar,  about  the  same  time.

"Ancient  and  ^Modern  Malta,"  says,  "  Gu'-rin  was  bom  :n  Au- 
vergne."  And  his  portrait  as  one  of  the  Guerin  family  v^as  in 
the  possession  of  the  father  of  G.  Maurice  de  Guerin  du  Cayla, 
who  claims  him  as  ancestor.

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siicceoded  Bortrand  de  Texis  as  IGtli  Grand  Master  in 
the  j-pur  1231  or  '32  ;  and  according  to  a  charter  of  the 
2Gth  October,  it  was  to  this  prince,  and  not  to  his  succes- 
poi-s,  that  Pope  Gregoiy  recommended  the  interest  of  the 
Emperor  Frederick  II.  lie  used  all  his  influence  in  en- 
deavouring to  allay  the  feeling  of  enmity  and  jealousy 
subsisting  between  the  Templars  and  the  Hospitalars,  in 
which  cau.-^e  he  sacrificed  both  his  liberty  and  life. 

The  town  of  Ascalon  in  Palestine  was  under  the  pro- 
tection of  the  Templars.  It  was  besieged  by  the  Coras- 
mins,  or  Kharismians  (a  people  who  came  out  of  Scythia, 
having  been  driven  from  Persia).  This  vast  horde 
traversed  Arabia,  plundering  and  laying  waste  all  the 
towns  on  theii-  route  ;  and  when  at  length  they  attacked 
Ascalon,  the  Templars  sent  to  beg  assistance  from  the 
Hospitalars  ;  and  Guerin,  without  having  regard  to  the 
late  bitter  feeling  and  hatred  existing  between  the  two 
orders  of  knights,  but  considering  only  the  good  of  the 
Christian  cause,  placed  himself  at  the  head  of  the  Hos- 
pitalars, and  being  joined  by  Gauthier,  Count  of  Jaffa 
(brother  of  the  King  of  Jeiaisalem),^and  his  followers, 
gave  battle  to  the  Corasmins,  who,  after  a  despci'ate  conflict, 
w-ere  defeated  and  put  to  flight,  leaving  in  the  hands  of 
the  Christians  their  camp,  and  its  vast  treasures,  the 
pillage  of  Arabia.  The  attention  of  the  knights  was  now 
turned  to  secure  this  plunder,  and  whilst  laden  with 
the  spoils,  which  they  were  removing  to  the  town  of 
Ascalon,  the  Corasmins,  on  their  swift  horses,  returned,  and 
renewed  the  battle ;  the  knights  having  no  time  to  form, 
and  being  in  a  state  of  utter  disorganization,  fell  .lu  easy 
prey  to  their  enemies,  who,  thirsting  for  revenge  and  the 
re-capture  of  their  treasures, fought  with  desperation  ;  the 
Chrlbtiaus    wei'o   utt'-'rlv  routed,   the   gi-eater  number  of 
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tiie.m  Ijeing  slain  or  t;iken  prisoners  ;  amongst  the  latter 
were  tlie  Grand  Master  Guerin  and  the  Cuimt  of  Jatla, 
who  were  sent  to  Soudan  in  Egypt,  and  froDi  that  nionient 
all  is  lost  in  obscurity  concerning  Gucriu.  It  is  even  un- 
known whether  he  was  still  in  bondage  or  whether  he 
had  been  ransomed  at  tlie  time  of  his  death  ;  as  to  the 
date  of  which  historians  differ,  but  ranging  frcm  123G  to 
1244:.  His  Arms,  "  Ecartele  aux  1  et  4  de  la  religion,  et 
aux  2  et  3,  D'argent  a  I'aigle  eployee  de  siible,"  are 
also  at  Versailles.  He  was  a  nephew  of  Guerin,  the 
Chancellor  of  Fi-auce,  and  brother  of  Guerin  Guerin. 
Seigneur  of  Ponzols,  in  ^Auvergue,  and  of 

1257.  WILLIAM  DE  GUEEIX,-^  Count  de  Brionde 
and  chorister  in  the  church,  from  which  he  took  the  title. 
In  the  thirteenth  century  the  digTiities  of  this  celebrated 
church  of  Brionde  in  Auvergne  Y.ere  exclusively  pos- 
sessed by  the  children,  or  the  brothers,  of  the  Counts  and 
the  Dauphins  of  Auvergne,  the  Counts  of  Clermont  and 
the  Yiscounts  Poliguace,  and  could  only  be  held  on 
proof  being  given  that  for  four  generations  on  both 
father's  and  mother's  sides  their  descent  was  noble.  And 
Mons.  Cheney  Desbois,  in  his  "  Dictiounaire  de  la 
Noblesse,"  argues  that  if  William  de  Guerin  had  not  been 
able  to  prove  direct  descent  from  the  Counts  of  Am'ergne 
he  could  not  have  been  a  chorister,  which  was  the  fifth 
dignity  of  the  church,  and  had  been  held  thirty  years 
before  by  William  de  la  Tour,  whom  the  French  kings 
recognised  as  the  descendant  in  direct  male  line  from 
the  ancient  Dukes  of  Aquitaiue  and  Coimts  of  Auvergne.

1340.  GUKRIX  DE  GUY,  bishop,  was  a  very  cele- 
brated monk  of  tlie  order  of  St.  Dominic,  in  Languedoc,  a, 
man  of  great  learning  ;  he  was  Doctor  of  Theology,  in 
Paris,  in  1333,  and  author  of  many  works,  amongst 
othere,  an  abridged  life  of  Saint  Marguerite,  daughter  of 
the  King  of  Ilungary.t 

1364.  JEAX  GUERIX,  of  whom  mention  is  made  as 
one  of  seven  out  of  the  two  hundred  knights  who  fought 
with  Bertrand  du  Guesclin,  Constable  of  France,  during 
the  wars  which  made  his  name  so  famous  in  history.  These 
seven  are  singled  out  for  their  very  conspicuous  gallantry, 
and  as  being  the  bravest  of  brave  men,  who  for  daring 
and  courage  were  unequalled  in  the  field.  Guerin  is  sup- 
posed to  have  be^n  taken  prisoner,together  M-ith  du  Gues- 
clin and  other  of  his  knights,  by  the  Black  Prince  at  the 
battle  of  jS'avarette,  13G7.J 

1396.  EOX  GUERIN  appears  on  the  list  of  knights 
who  fought  under  Viscount  de  Rohan,  during  the  wars 
of  this  peiiod.§ 

1420.  JEAN  GUERIX  was  one  of  the  [.rincipal 
ministers  of  the  Dauphin  Charles,  Regent  of  France.  ||     He

Penthievre.  Her  father,  the  Constable  Clison,  had  been 
left  guardir.n  to  the  little  duke,  and  during  a  temporary 
absence  of  the  constable  the  child  was  seized  by  the 
Countess,  with  the  intention  of  placing  her  own  son  in 
power  in  his  stead.  Guerin  obtaining  possession  of  the 
young  duke,  her  plans  were  tliAvarted,  "\Ve  next  find 
him  (1427)  named  as  one  of  the  one  hundred  and  nine- 
teen nobles,  who  defended  Mont  Saint  Michel  against 
the  English  under  the  Duke  of  Bedford. 

1420.  JEAX  DE  GUERIX,*  another  noble  whose 
name  apjiears  in  connection  with  the  history  of  Lorraine, 
principally  as  Controller  of  the  Purse  of  Eeignier  or  Rene, 
Duke  of  Lorraine  and  King  of  Sicily ;  he  died  about  the 
year  1460,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Jean  de  Guerin, 
who  held  the  same  post. 

1437.  ALAIN  DE  GUERIN  appears  on  the  list  of 
nobles  taking  the  oath  of  fidelity  to  the  Bishop  of  St. 
Malo  ;  and  in.  similar  acts  of  the  nobles  of  Montcontour 
and  Gueldo,  we  have  Jean  Guerin  and  Eon  Guerin 
respectively.* 

1427  t-o  1513.  ^''e  find  several  Guerins,  who  are  men- 
tioned in  their  quality  of  nobles,  as  being  exempt  from 
fouages,  or  hearth-money.'^ 

1450  to  '53.  After  the  final  loss  of  Normandy  to  the 
English,  Charles  TIL  made  an  expedition  against  the 
nobles  who   still  adhered   to   the   cause   of  England,    in

title-deeds  held  by  the  Guerins  of  ]Maix-ac  had,  in  1843, 
been  in  the  possession  of  the  family  for  vip-\vards  of  four 
hundi-ed  years,  just  coinciding  with  this  conquest.  Gn 
the  capture  of  the  above-mentioned  towns,  Guienne,  after 
an  interval  of  three  centuries,  was  reuuite<l  to  the  crown 
of  France. 

1540.  WILLIAM  GUEPJX,  Advocate-general  of  the 
Parliament  of  Aix  in  Provence,  was  one  of  the  commis- 
sioners deputed  by  the  Jesuits  to  execute  the  edict  against 
the  Yaudois  Huguenots.  He  perpetrated  the  greatest 
cruelties  against  these  unfortunate  victims  during  the 
carnage  he  ordered  in  the  suiTOundiag  villages  ;  Vmt  a 
just  judgTuent  soon  overtook  him,  he  was  brought 
before  the  Parliament  of  Paris  by  the  seigneurs  of  the 
villages  he  had  pillaged,  and  wa.s  condemned,  not,  it  is  said, 
for  his  cruelties,  but  for  falsehood,  calumny,  and  prevari- 
cation, and  V)eheaded  in  the  year  \ooi.  It  is  said  that 
on  the  same  day  and  hour  of  this  execution  his  wife,  who 
was  still  at  Aix,  saw  the  Hgi.ire  of  the  bead  of  her  husband 
imprinted  on  her  hand.' 

1563.     JACOB  GUERIX,  with  his  wife  and  children

landed  at  Rye,  in  Sussex,  and  were  the  founders  of  the 
"  French  Huguenot  Church  "  stiil  existing  in  the  crypt 
of  Canterbuiy  Cathedral.* 

1567.  CLAUDE  DE  GUERIN,  minister  and  secre- 
tary of  state  during  the  reign  of  Duke  Charles  III.  of 
LoiTaine,  and  President  of  the  Chamber  of  Nobles  ln95.t 

1600.  YVES  DE  GUERIN,  Gentleman  of  the  Cham- 
ber to  Henry  IV.  King  of  France  ;  on  the  ti'agic  death  of 
that  monarch,  he  retired  entii-ely  from  public  life,  residing 
on  his  estates. f 

1606.  GILLES  GUERIN,  a  sculptor  of  great  re- 
nown ;  amongst  his  most  esteemed  works  was  a  bas-relief 
in  the  King's  Chamber  at  the  Louvre,  representing 
"  Fidelity,  Authority,  and  Justice,"  and  Apollo  and  two- 
beautiful  horses  at  the  fountains  at  Vei-sailles.  He  died 
in  the  year  1G78.:J: 

1618.  ANTOINE  DE  GUERIN  took  a  very  promi- 
nent part  iu  the  siege  of  Candie,  during  an  assault  on 
which  he  was  killed  by  a  caujion-shot.!^ 

1671.  ANNE  GILES  DE  GUERIN,  Baron  de  Sens, 
and  INLarquis  de  St.  Brice.  ^lijiister  of  State,  during  a 
great  part  of  the  reign  of  Louis  XIV.

1666.  CLAUD  DE  GUERIN,  Baron  de  Lugeac. 
Endowed  a  vicarage  to  the  churcli  of  Brionde,  Avith  5,000 
francs  (£200)  a  yetir  for  ever,  to  be  held  by  a  pritst  of 
the  name  and  arms  of  Guerin — failing  Avhom,  to  a  gentle- 
ntan  proving  noble  descent,  on  both  father's  and  nioilier's 
sides,  for  at  least  four  generations.* 

1678.  PETEll  GUERIN.+  A  learned  French  Bene- 
dictine Monk,  born  at  Rouen  in  Normandy.  At  the  early 
age  of  eighteen  he  took  the  monastic  vows,  and  made  such 
proficiency  in  the  Greek  and  Hebrew  languages,  that  he 
was  appomted  professor  of  them  in  the  seminary  belong- 
ing to  his  order.  He  was  the  author  of  a  Hebrew  gram- 
mar and  a  Hebrew  lexicon.  He  died  at  Paris,  1729,  in 
the  monastery  of  St.  Germain-des-Pres,  of  which  he  was 
the  librarian,  aged  fifty-one  years. 

1682.  SIMION  GUERIN,  and  DANIEL  GARIN 
or  GUERIN,;}:  were  naturalized  in  England  by  letters 
patent. 

1685.  DANIEL  GTJERIN,  of  Clairac,  in  Agenois,  iii 
G'uiemie,  fled  from  his  home  during  the  persecutions  of 
the  Huguenots  at  the  revocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes. 
He  settled  in  Guernsey,  and  was  the  founder  of  the 
families  of  the  name,  in  that  island,  from  whom  also  are 
the  Gueriiis  of  Devonshire. 

1688.  FRANCIS  GUERIN,  §  his  wife  and  children, 
and  Nichxjlas  Gueria,  Huguenots,  naturalized  by  lertei*s 
patent.

All  his  works  have 
been  engraved  ;  "  C'ep'Jiestus  and  Aurora,"  and  "■  ^Eneas 
recounting  the  fate  of  Troy,"  by  Fcrster. 

1783.  JEAX  BAPTLSTE  PAULIX  GUERIN,* 
more  generally  known  as  Paidin  Guerin,  was  born  in  the 
south  of  France.  He  was  a  very  distinguished  painter, 
his  works  being  principally  of  a  religious  character, 
although  many  are  mythological.  His  •' Cain  after  the 
death  of  Abel,'"  181 2,  was  purchased  by  the  French  Govern- 
ment, and  hangs  in  the  Palace  of  the  Luxeml>ourg.  His 
"  Descent  from  the  Cross, "obtained  a  gold  medal  1817,  and 
was  purchased  by  King  Louis  XVIIL,  and  by  him  pre- 
sented to  the  RomanCatholic  Cathedral  in  Baltimore,  U.S. 
The  Government  also  ]Hirchaf:ed  his  "Anchises  and  Venus." 
"  TJlyssee  en  butte  an  conrro\ix  de  Xeptune,"  1824,  is  in 
the  Museum  at  Itcnnes.      "Adam  and   Eve   driven  from

1790.  GABRIEL  CHRLSTOPHE  GUEEIX.  sou  vi 

the  engraver,  Chi-istophe  Guerin.  wa>!  also  an  historical 
painter;  his  chief  work  was  "  Le  Mi^rt  de  Polynice," 
15  ft.  by  12  fc,  for  which  he  obtained  the  gold  medal  at 
the  J.ouvre,  1817;  it  was  afterwards  hung  at  the  Stras- 
buig  Museum. 

His  brother,  Jean  Guerin,  was  albo  a  painter  of 
distinction. 

1810.  GEORGES  MAUPJCE  DE  GUERIX.  a  young 
French  poet,*  was  born  of  a  poor  but  noble  family  in  the 
south  of  France  :  he  was  educated  in  Paris,  and  at  the  close 
of  1832,  went  to  join  Lamennais  in  his  retirement  at  La 
Chesnaye  in  l>rittany  ;  he  i-emaineil  there  about  a  year, 
but  although  lie  seemed  to  recognise  the  no])le  character, 
and  to  believe  in  the  mission  of  Lamennais,  he  lelt  com- 
paratively untouched  by  his  teachings,  and  uninterested 
in  his  aims.  For  the  next  few  years,  the  i)roblem  how 
to  live  was  the  trouble  of  his  life  ;  but  his  marriage  to  a 
rich  lady  in  I'^oS  promised  to  set  him  free  from  .nUi'Ii 
cares  ;  his  health,  however,  faileil,  and  he  died  of  cou- 
sumption  within  a  year.  His  journal,  letters,  and  poems, 
were  published  in  I8G2,  by  Mons.  de  Trebutien,  v.lio  also 
wrote  his  memoir,  which  excited  mucli  iutere.-vt,  not  only 
in  France,   but    in    England  and    other  countries.     His

principal  ourii[-,ositious  are  the  prose  poems  entitled,  "  Le 
Centarire  "  and  ''La  La  cell  ante,"  in  which,  with  nuich 
gi-ace  and  melody,  he  expresses  wdiat  lie  supposes  was  the 
Greek  feeling  and  tliought  respecting  nature  and  the 
world.  From  cliildhood  lie  shewed  a  singular  and  pro- 
found susceptibility  to  the  beauties  of  nature  and  the  world, 
and  a  fondness  for  dreamy  speculation.  He  was  of  a 
religious  temperament,  but  seems  not  tn  have  had  hitteily 
any  definite  belief  in  Christianity.

EUGEXl E  DE  G  U ER I N".  His  sister  was  five  years 
older  than  himself.  She  was  a  woman  of  equally  remarkable 
cliaracter.  The  love  of  her  brother  was  the  predominant 
element  of  her  life  ;  it  was  such  a  pure,  deep,  and  absorb- 
ing love  as  is  most  rarely  seen.  She  was  a  ferVent 
Catliolie,  and  saw  with  pain  the  loosening  of  her  brother's 
hold  on  his  early  belief.  She  kept  a  journal,  which  was 
intended  for  his  peiiisal  alone ;  it  has  been  published 
since  her  death,  and  read  with  great  interest. 

This  iamily  of  Guerin  were  kuown  as  the  De  Guerins  du 
Cayla,  and  aie  descended  from  Jean  de  Guerin,  Seigneur 
de  liinhodes,  who,  in  1534,  on  his  marriage  with  Jeanne 
de  Lapep-e,  daughter  and  heiress  of  the  Seigneur  du. 
Cayla,  assumed  the  arms  of  that  family.  Tlie  fathei-  of 
Maurice  de  Guerin  had  in  his  possession  a  poi-trait  of 
Guerin  de  Montaigu,  as  Grand  Master  of  the  Hospitalars. 
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GUERIN    OR    GUERINE,    OF    ITALY. 

It  will  not  be  without  interest  if  I  add  particulars 
of  the  Italian  flmuly  of  Guarin  or  Guarini,  Guerin  or 
Guerini,  especially  as  the  French  Guerins  are  said  to  be 
descended  froiu  them.  They,  like  the  French,  commence 
with  a  "  Saint." 

12th  Century.  GUERINI  Cardinal.*— Some  say 
he  was  of  the  noble  family  of  Foscari,  and  others  of 
the  Gueiinis  of  Bologne.  He  embraced  a  religious  life 
contrary  to  the  wishes  of  his  parents,  and  shortly  after- 
wards entered  as  one  of  the  regular  canons  of  the  order 
of  Saint  Augustine,  where  as  a  strict  recluse  he  passed 
the  life  of  a  saint.  He  was  made  Cardinal,  and  Bishop 
of  Palestine  by  Pope  Lucius  II.,  1144  or  5.  These 
dignities  were  accepted  by  him  mudi  against  his  wLsh, 
and  they  did  not  hinder  him  from  persisting  in  the 
austeiity  of  his  former  life,  and  he  secretly  sold  the 
valuaVjle  gifts  presented  him  by  the  Pope,  and  dis- 
tributed the  money  amongst  the  poor.  He  built  tiie 
hos])ital  of  "  St.  Job."  During  the  troubles  in  Italy  he 
returned  to  his  bi.^hopric.  and  died  at  the  great  age  of  1 10 
years.  The  order  of  Saint  Augustine  had  the  sanction  of 
the  Pope  to  commemorate  the  memory  of  Guerini  as  one 
of  theii-  saint.s. 

1370-1460.  GUERINI,  "OF  VEROXA,""  a^  he 
is  usually  styled,  was  a  man  of  renowned  learning.    At  the

early  age  (jf  twenty  he  suiled  for  Constantinople,  and 
became  a  pupil  of  Manual  Clirysoloras,  and  on  his  i-eturn 
he  settled  in  V^erona,  and  became  one  of  the  most  accom- 
plished teachei's  of  literature  in  Venice.  He  was  the  tirst 
man  of  his  nation  that  ever  taught  publicly  the  Gieek 
language  in  Italy,  and  lie  was  the  tirst  to  discover  and 
favour  mankind  with  the  poems  of  Catullus.  From 
Yerima  he  afterwards  went  to  Ferrara,  and  is  by  many 
called  a  Ferrarese.  By  older  of  Pope  Nicholas  V.  he 
wrote  the  lives  of  Aristotle  and  of  Plato  ;  and  he  trans- 
lated into  Latin,  amongst  others,  the  works  of  Plutarch 
and  Strabo,  and  also  wrote  an  abridgement  "of  the  Greek 
grammar  ot  Cluy^soloras.  He  died  14fi().  Jean  Bajttisfe 
Gucriiii,  his  son,  succeededliim  as  professor  of  (rreek  at . 
Ferrara,  and  of  him  Paul  Tore  says,  "  he  was,  if  anything, 
more  learned  than  his  father." 

1537   to  1612.    J  KAN  BAPTTSTE  GUEPJNI    :or 

Guaiiui,  as  he  is  called  by  the  Italians)  was  the  gmndson 
of  Jean  Baptiste  Guerini  of  Ferrara,  and  born  in  1537.  He 
was  secretary  to  Alphonse,  Duke  of  Ferrara,  who  intrusted 
liim  with  several  ini[»ortaiit  commissions,  as  ambassador 
to  vaxious  ci.urts.  After  the  death  of  that  prince  he  was 
successively  Secretary  of  State  to  Vincent  de  Gonzaya,  to 
Ferdinand  de  ]\Iedicis,  Grand  Duke  of  Tuscany  ;  and  to 
Francis  ^Nlaria  de  Feltre,  Duke  of  Urbiuo.  He  was 
looked  upon  as  an  excellent  statesman,  and  of  tliat 
eminence  for  his  wit  tliat  most  of  the  aeadennes  of  Italy 
made  him  a  member  of  their  society.      He    was   well  ac-

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quainteJ  witli  ])C'li+e  literature,  and  acquired  lasting  repu 
tation  by  his  poeuis,  especially  by  his  "  Pastor  Fido,"  the 
most  admired  of  his  many  works,  and  of  which  there  have 
been  innumerable  editions  and  translations  into  almost 
all  the  European  languages.      He  died  1612. 


ALEXANDER  GUERIXI,  son  of  John  Baptiste.  was 
in  the  service  of  Alphonse  II.,  Duke  of  Ferrara.  He  went 
as  ambassador  to  Tuscany,  and  afterwards  to  the  Court  of 
the  Duke  of  Modena,  from  which  as  envoy  to  A'enice. 
He  afterwards  went  to  Vienna  and  Bavaria  as  ambassador 
on  behalf  of  Ferdinand,  Duke  of  Modena.* 


1626.  CAMIELLE  G.  GUERINL— A  celebrated 
architect ;  his  chief  prodvictions  are,  at  Paris,  the  diurch  of 
"Sainte  Anne;"  at  Lisbon,  the  church  of'  Sainte  ]S[arie  de 
la  Providence;"  at  Venice,  the  church  of  "  Saint  Gaetan;" 
at  Turin,  the  palaces  of  the  Prince  Royal  and  the  Prince  de 
Garigan,  the  Chapel  Royal,  the  church  of  "  Saint  Lau- 
rent," the  College  of  the  Nobles,  and  the  gate  of  the  Po.f 

1630  to  '83.  :moixe  theatin  guerixl— a 

man  of  great  learning,  flourished  in  the  seventeenth  cen- 
tury. He  was  mathematician  to  the  Dukes  of  vSavoy  and 
Mi)dena.  In  1GG6  he  published  in  Paris  his  "  Placita 
Pliilosophiea,"  and  died  in  1G83.'

Summary  of   the    Fkexch  Families   of   Gukrix,  and 

THEIR    APvMS. 

I  -v\-i]l  conchule  Adtli  a  s-liort  summary  of  tlie  various 
brauclies  of  tlie  Guerins  of  France,  their  different  locali- 
ties, titles,  and  arms.  Historians  say,  "  that  without 
doubt,  the  families  of  the  dukes  and  counts,  to  whom 
with  the  king,  belonged  tlie  sovereignty  of  Fnince,  have 
extended  themselves  through  a  series  of  centuries,  con- 
nected with  all  xhe  remembrances  of  French  glory,  from 
the  remotest  periods  of  its  history,  even,  dovra  to  the 
present  day."  Arid  this  is  tx-ue  of  the  family  of  Guerin, 
who  all  claim  descent  from  the  ancient  counts  of  Au- 
vergne  and  dukes  of  Aquitaine,  although  in  the  course  of 
generations,  in  various  branches,  they  have  by  conquest, 
grants,  and  matrimonial  alliances,  spread  themselves 
throughout  the  kingdom,  forming  distinct  families  and 
bearing  different  Arms. 

773  to  814.  GUEPvIX.  Count  of  Auvergne,  frequently 
styled  "Duke,'"  was  granttd  the  Countship  of  Montglave 
or  Lyons  in  pa\-Taent  of  a  debt,  he  having,  it  is  said,  won 
the  kingdom  of  France  from  the  Emperor  Charlemagne 
at  a  game  of  chess.  His  Anns,  according  to  a  woodcut  in 
L'Histoire  de  Guerin  do  ^Montglave,  appears  to  have  been 
a  "lion  armed,  toi/gne'I,  ond  croioned"  but  no  heraldic 
colour  is  given  to  the  sh uM  or  the  device.  His  eldest 
son  was  afterwards  Duke  of  Aquitaine,  and  the  arms  of 
that  dukedom  "  un  lion  pa.ssant  gueulc?,"  were  added  to 
those  of  Henry  II.  on  his  marriage  with  Eleanor,  Duchess 
of  Aquitaine,  and  now  form  part  of  the  royal  arms  of 
Eii-land. 


The  present  C<niut  of  Lyons,  who  chiims  descent  from 
this  first  Count  of  Moutglave,  bears  arms,  B'or,  d'un  lion 
(le  sable,  armes  et  langue. 

Havinc,'  o-iveu  a  full  description  of  the  Arms  of  the 
families  using  the  iiold  sldeld,  and  the  lion,  or  lions,  includ- 
ing those  of  Mortagne,  Clairac,  Champagne,  Isle  de  France, 
Auvergne,  Orleans,  Agon,  Aitoi^,  Guernsey,  Devonshire 
and  Somersetshire,  I  need  not  rei)eat  it  here,  hut  will 
continue  with  the  oihcr  bi'anehes.

Guerins,  in  Quercy,  Seigneiu-s  d'Ois;  in  Rouergne  Sei- 
gneui-sde  Riuhodes  ;  in  (ievandeur,  Seigneurs  d'Apechier, 
the  Seigneur  de  Saignes;  and  others,  of  whom  I  have 
been  unable  to  obtain  the  Arms. 

Many  of  the  Anns  bonie  by  the  f;imilies  of  Guerin 
have  been  assumed  on  marriage  with  heiresses,  or  other- 
wise. 

Though  not  unkno'cn  with  French  arms,  the  crest  is  of 
very  uncommon  occurrence  :  in  place  of  it  the  armorial 
shield  is  surmounted  by  a  conjnet,  or  casque,  denoting  tlic 
title  or  rank  of  the  family  ;  with  the  exception  of  the 
Guerins  of  S(.>mersetshire  none  of  the  families  of  the  name 
u.se  the  crest,  sim]ily  the  Arms  with  the  casque  or 
coronet. 

The  "  de  "  of  the  noblesse  was  in  general  use  before 
the  name  Guerin  until  the  Huguenot  persecutions,  but  it 
was  dropped  by  the  omigi'c  families,  and  also  most  gene- 
rally by  the  French  fixmilies  during  the  revolution  of 
1793. 

After  the  flight  of  the  Hugiienuts,  at  the  revocation  of 
the  Edict  of  Xantes,  acts  were  framed  by  nearly  all  the 
provincial  parliaments  throughout  France  for  securing 
the  properties  of    those   who  liad  remained    faithful    or 
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liad  been  CQiiverteil  to  tlie  Catliolic  religion.  Tliey  were 
called  "  Acts  for  the  rieforniation  of  the  Noblesse,"  and 
in  them,  amongst  others,  the  families  of  Giierin  were 
declared  "  Xoljle,  and  their  issue  of  noble  extraction,  and 
it  is  permitted  to  them  and  their  descendants  to  take  the 
legal  quality  of  esquire,  and  to  bear  arms."*
